Kehr noted that the district | 


established 16 subdistricts in 
the first eight months of the 
fiscal- year that began last July 
1, compared with only 18 
formed in all of the previous 
year. 

Bond Issues Planned. 

The total of bond issues voted 
for sewer projects is $2,815,000, 
unchanged since last summer. 
Kehr said preparations are be- 
ing made for additional bond 
issues totaling about $12,000,000 
in the Coldwater and Gravois 
creek subdistricts and in the 
Wellston and Lemay areas, 
where new subdistricts are to 
be formed soon. 

Other improvements cited by 
Kehr included: Reduction in 
the time lag in reviewing and 
approving engineering plans 
for sewer installations; expan- 
sion of the district engineering 
staff; acquisition of new equip- 
ment that has speeded mainten- 
ance operations, and streamlin- 
ing of procedure for handling 
emergency sewer repairs. 

“TI feel the district has made 
great progress in the last year,” 
the director stated. “Barring ex- 
tremely bad weather, I expect 
the district to show a much 
more rapid rate of progress and 
activity this year, particularly 
in furnishing better mainten- 
ance and faster response to

William C. E. Becker, former 
member of the sewer district 
board of trustees, said yester- 
day he thought it might be bet- 
ter for some communities in St.

Economist Burns Warns Reces- 
sion Might Worsen. 

CHICAGO, March 22 (AP)— 
One of the nation’s best known 
economists said today that the 
current business recession 
might develop into a more 
serious decline that the set- 
backs of 1948-49 or 1953-54. 

Arthur F. Burns, former 
chairman of President Eisen- 
hower’s Council of Economic 
Advisers, said it would be “pre- 
mature to conclude that the 
end of the recession is ap- 
proaching or that economic re- 
covery will soon be in sight.” 

He told a management con- 

ference sponsored by the Uni- 
versity of Chicago that al- 
though the current recession 
has been mild so far, it “has 
spread and is being felt to 
some degree in nearly every 
major industry.” 
“There is no good evidence 
the likelihood of an early 
‘economic upturn,” he said. 
“Although the recession has 
proved a mild movement thus 
far, it need not remain that.” 

As a recession arrester, Burns 
proposed an early five-billion- 
dollar income tax cut to apply 
to high and low incomes and 
businesses as* well as individ- 
uals. 

He also advocated revision 
of the employment act to in- 
clude “reasonable price stabil- 
ity” as one of the objectives.

GSA MOVES BACK 
STARTING DATE 
OF U.S. BUILDING 


By a Washington Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, March 2p— 
Construction of the proposed 
new federal building in St. 
Louis is not likely to begin 
until after June 30, 1959, even 
if Congress votes the $f1,641,- 
000 recommended for the proj- 
ect by the House Appropria- 
tions Committee, a spokesman 
for the General Services Ad- 
ministration said today. 


Representative Frank M. 
Karsten (Dem.), St. Louis, in- 
formed of the GSA statement, 
told the Post-Dispatch there 
would be “absolutely no excuse 
for not going ahead with con- 
struction before that time” if 
Congress appropriates the 


money. | 


Karsten accused the GSA of 
“giving us more of the same 
sort of stuff” and said he would 
seek a congressional investiga- 
tion of the agency’s policies on 
the St. Louis project if work on 
the proposed new office struc- 
ture is not expedited. 


Bill Sent to House. 
The Appropriations Commit- 


tee voted yesterday to cut off | 


funds for the controversial 
lease-purchase program. At the 
same time, the committee sent 
the House a bill providing 
$177,255,000 to finance con- 
struction of 66 public buildings, 
including the one in St. Louis. 


Asked what the effect would 
be on the St. Louis project if 
Congress passes the appropria- 
tions measure, the GSA spokes- 
man said it is not believed 
that plans for the office build- 
ing can be advanced to the 
construction stage during fiscal 
1959. 


For this reason, no construc- 
tion funds ,have been pro- 
grammed by GSA. for the St. 
Louis building in the current 
fiscal period or in fiscal 1959, 
which begins next July 1 and 
ends June 30, 1959, he added. 


Based on previous experience 
with projects of this size, it 
would take 12 to 18 months to 
design the St. Louis building, 
the spokesman said. Although 
a site has been selected, it has 
not yet been acquired and 
cleared, he pointed out. 


The city block bounded by 
Market, Walnut, Fifteenth and 
Sixteenth streets was selected 
early last month as the location 
for the new building. At that 
time, GSA said construction 
could start by Febrtary 1959 
“at the very earliest.” 


Karsten said he thought it 
probable that the construction 
funds would revert to the 
Treasury if they are appropri- 
ated and not obligated before 
the end of the 1959 fiscal pe- 
riod. This would make it ne- 
cessary to obtain a new appro- 
priation. 

Disputes Time Estimate. 


He took issue with GSA'’s 
estimate of the length of time 
necessary to design the build- 
ing, saying this could be short- 
ened “if they really want to 
put up that building.” 

The GSA, Karsten declared, 
“has displayed a confused atti- 
tude toward the project from 
the beginning.” He noted that 
the agency first considered 
leasing existing office space in 
St. Louis, then the possibility 


of converting a warehouse for 


office use. 

“And all this time the proj- 
ect was authorized by Congress 
in the form of a new building,” 
Karsten said. “If Congress ap- 
proves the money and GSA 
doesn't go right ahead with the 
project, it will be clearly evi- 
dent that they haven't intended 
to build a federal 
right along.” 

Karsten said a House Public 
subcommittee headed by Rep- 
resentative Robert 
(Dem.), Alabama, already is in- 
terested in the St. Louis proj- 
éct and might make an investi- 
gation if requested to do so.

Sputnik II is scheduled to 
pass over the St. Louis area at 
6:06 p.m. today, but because of 
bright skies and the satellite's 
low position in the western 
sky it will be extremely diffi- 
cult to see.

Mikoyan, whose sharp intelligence is 
respected throughou: the’ eastern and 
western worlds, is reputed to be one of 
Khrushchev's closest advisers, having per- 
sonal if not official precedence over Pre- 
mier Nikolai Bulganin, because of his 
ability and because he, as an Armenian, is 
not considered a rival to Khrushchev for 
the dictatorship. 


The alliance of Menshikov with Mikoyan 
is taken here as a good omen for better 
relations with Moscow.” Menshikov told 
the Press Club audience that he personally 
knew all the Russian leaders, implying 
that his recommendations would be favor- 
ably received. But what Washington and 
other western capitals have yet to learn 
is: who makes Russian foreign policy and 
determines the propaganda line? 


Somewhere in the government or in the 
Communist party organization there ap- 
parently is a policy planning staff with a 
psychological warfare board that has out- 
pointed the State Department and the 
National Security Council in the summit 
negotiations, in propaganda, cold war 
tactics and economic and political action. 

Khrushchev, Bulganin and Foreign Min- 
ister Gromyko issue the statements and 
sign the letters, but an unknown power 
works up the detailed plans which fre- 
quently take the western governments by 
surprise. This has been evident since the 
early post-revolutionary days when Tchi- 
cherin, a pre-revolutionary diplomat, was 
foreign minister under Lenin. President 
Roosevelt disclosed that during the Yalta 
conference Stalin several times made 
agreements, only to be overruled by the 
unseen group in Moscow. 


As the protege of Mikoyan, Menshikov 
has had wide opportunities to develop the 
charm and the public relations manner 
that has impressed his audiences and new 
acquaintances in Washington and New 
York. Others who have had the ad- 
vantage of travel outside Russia in pur- 
suit of trade have displayed a seemingly 
relaxed, practical attitude in dealing with 
their western counterparts, but have 
proved themselves shrewd bargainers 
when big stakes were on the table. 


Misses Some Nuances. 


Two great advantages over his recent 
predecessors are his ahility to speak Eng- 
lish and his likeness to a Middlewestern 
business man. He is said to be delighted 
when he is taken for an American and is 
reported to have an anti-British bias. His 
English vocabulary is fairly large, but not 
precise and sometimes he misses the 
nuances of the American language. 


He dresses inconspicuously in sober 
blue and gray double-breasted suits, with 
subdued ties and starched collars, His 
thick hair, brushed back without a part, 
looks darker in photographs than the gray 
and white, with a tinge of yellow, it is. 
His eyes are blue-gray, with heavy lashes. 
He is just under six feet tall and weighs 
slightly less than 200 pounds, The athletic 
figure and quick steps reflect his fond- 
ness for swimming, fencing, horseback 
riding, rowing and tennis. Instead of 
the frowns of Gromyko and Zarubin, his 
most outstanding feature is his ready 
smile. 


Before his assignment to Washington, 
Menshikov was for four years ambassador 
to India, his first diplomatic assignment. 
There he negotiated an important trade 
and cultural agreement and he accompan- 
ied Indian Prime Minister Nehru on the 
1955 tour of the Soviet Union. In India, 
he earned a reputation as a hard worker 
and he says that his mission there “coin- 
cided” with a better relationship between

The Transit Crisis Demands Action 


In November 1952 the Post-Dispatch 


- warned the metropolitan community that St. ' 


Louis was headed for serious trouble in pub- 
lic transportation. Announcing support for 
a Board of Freeholders to draft the charter 
for # Metropolitan Transit District, we ar- 
gued that only such an authority could pro- 
tect mass transportation in greater St. Louis. 
Protection was needed because: 


Transit riding declines, service is cut, 
fares are raised, more passengers quit .. 
busses to drive attos, service is: cut~ 
again, fares go up again, the streets fill 
ith autos and busses alike—ond on 
and on. That is the transit whirl. 


Our reason for. quoting these words is to 
drive home how much ‘truer they are today 
than they were in November 1952. Five years 
ago the Public Service Company carried 181,- 
000,000 revenue passengers annually. Last 
year it carried only .115,000,000—a drastic 
loss of 35 per cent. Yet the company has 
once more applied to the Missouri Public 
Service Commission for heavy fare increases 
which, if granted, will drive millions more 
away from the busses. The County Transit 
company has done the same. 

What is to be done? 

. * . 

The problem is not only one of traffic, 
parking and street congestion. At stake is 
the economic well-being of the entire metro- 
politan area. Three-fourths of Public Service 
revenue comes from lines running downtown. 
The further constriction of this traffic can 
only spell a deadly deterioration of the down- 
town district, upon whose prosperity the 
whole community depends. At the same time, 
the newly growing areas of the county—par- 
ticularly those where future industrial de- 
velopment must take place—urgently need 
to be knit together by well articulated pub- 
lic transit. 

Five years ago, the Post-Dispatch urged 
the creation of a metropolitan transit author- 
ity, safeguarded against political control, with 
power to bring the system under public own- 
ership. A Board of Freeholders was organ- 
ized, but failed to present a sharply defined 
plan of action. In a mood of profound voter 
apathy, the Freeholders’ hazy proposal was 
defeated. 

As a sequel, Mayor Tucker and County Su- 
pervisor Matthews appointed a citizens’ com- 
mittee to conduct a survey. The committee 
is due to report this fall. But St. Louis can- 
not afford to await that report. It must pre- 
pare for action. 

The first and imperative step, in our 
judgment, is a concerted campaign to per- 
suade the Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion to withhold action on both Public Serv- 
ice and County Transit fare increases until 
the citizens’ committee report has been filed, 
and until the current revaluation of Public 
Service property has been completed. The 
company managements cannot be blamed for 


seeking this increase. ,That is their obliga- 
tion to stockholders’ But in view of the 
crisis which confronts St. Louis, the stock- 
holders can wait—just as the public is hav- 
ing to wait for busses that never come. The 
citizens’ committee report may point the way 
toward ending the transit whirl. The public 
should not be condemned to another cycle 
of the whirl just before the committee is to 
bring in its recommendations. 
. . ° 


We believe now, as we believed five years 
ago, that public ownership of transit by an 
area-wide authority is unavoidable. Public 
ownership is no panacea. It cannot abuish 
the basic problems of automobile competi- 
tion, and inflationary costs which have done 
so much to complicate the issue. If the citi- 
zens’ survey yields a better idea, we would 
gladly embrace it. Even Public Service Co. 
itself, however, candidly concedes, in its 
1957 annual report, that what must be done 
to rescue the system probably cannot be done 
“so long as, the transit system is a privately- 
owned, profit-making enterprise.” 

Basically the trouble is that public transit 
can no longer afford to help support either 
government or stockholders at the expense 
of the riding public. To goon collecting taxes 
and dividends at the fare box means unre- 
mitting decay of the system. 


Last year the company dipped into the 
fare box for $2,713,000 in local and federal 
taxes—13 per cent of its total operating ex- 
pense—and for $1,770,390 in stockholders’ 
dividends. If it were a public authority, pay- 
ing no taxes, paying low interest on bonds 
rather than dividends on stock, it would 
have in its very first year between two and 
three million dollars to spend on better serv- 
ice, lower fares, or both. Over the years it 
could hope permanently to reverse the trend 
to ever-declining facilities. 


The Public Service Co. is one of the best- 
operated transit systems in the country. It 
has shown far more than average initiative 
and imagination in undertaking such progres- 
sive ventures as park-ride and air-conditioned’ 
busses. Its present situation only emphasizes 
the fact that it is up against impossible cir- 
cumstances for private enterprise. 


Yet tax subsidies cannot justly be given to 
a private corporation, and a private corpora- 
tion cannot be expected to forego dividends. 
The system must be organized so tha® every 
dime in the fare box will go to thé support 


_of service and nothing else. 


Before this or any other improvement can 
be put under way, the community should 
have before it the results of the citizens’ sur- 
vey, on which half a million dollars has been 
spent. Surely the Public Service Commission 
will grant St. Louis that opportunity before 
it allows a fare increase that woWld bring the 
metropolitan area one degree closer to circu- 
latory paralysis. 


The Accused Persort Has Rights 


Among recent Supreme Court decisions 
which have been much criticized is that in 
the Mallory case. The gist of the ruling is 
that prisoners may not be held for long pe- 
riods of questioning, in the hope of bringing 
about confessions, before arraignment. 

Senator Morse has introduced a bill di- 
rected, not at the Mallory decision, but at 
any federal law enforcement officers who 
may be in such a hurry that they cannot be 
bothered by the constitutional rights of 
citizens, including suspected or accused per- 
sons. He takes the position that as soon as a 
person is detained by federal officers for 
questioning he should be told of his basic 
rights..In Senator Morse’s view these three 
things should be made clear to the appre- 
hended person at the outset: 


1. The charge against him, 
2. His right not to make any statement. 
3. His right to have a lawyer present. 


Noting that British constables are required 
to warn every suspect that “anything you say 
may be used against you” and that the United 
States Uniform Code of Military Justice re- 
quires a similar admonition, the Oregon Dem- 
ocrat takes the position that our own police 
and other law officers should do as much. 
Accordingly his bill would forbid the use of 
confessions as evidence in federal cases un- 
less the record shows that the defendant was 
informed of his rights before being ques- 
tioned. 

The trial rights of citizens are honored too 
many times in the breach rather than in the 
observance. Certainly police methods need 
to be effective in the apprehension of crim- 
inals. At'the same time they need to be ad- 
justed to the plain commands of the Bill of 
Rights. If Senator Morse’s bill will help to 
those worthy ends, it ought to be passed by 
Congress and sent to President Eisenhower. 


How to Help the Railroads 


Senator Magnuson’s proposal for a federal 
agency to guarantee loans to railroads for 
the purchase of equipment is well worth ex- 
ploring. There is no doubt that credit is one 
of the major fields in which the railroads re- 
quire Government action; the only question 
is in regard to method. The Magnuson meth- 
od seems to us much preferable to. Senator 
Bridges’s proposal to revive the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corp. Direct Government loans 
in what is ordinarily a field for commercial 
credit are undesirable unless the alternative 
would be disastrous. 


Not the France of History 


France’s Algerian war has taken, a dread- 
ful toll in life and property and ‘substance 
for many months. Now it is beginning to 
claim a share of the freedoms for which 
France has been famou¥ ever since the revo- 
lution of 1793 and the fall 6f the Bastille. 
Reporting that the French Government has 
suppressed several newspapers for criticism 
of its Algerian policy, Le Monde of Paris, a 
leading couservative newspaper, charges that 
the government of Premier Gaillard has gone 
in for “dictatorship.” Here is Le Monde’s ap- 
pe?! to reason: | 
“The seized publications merely voiced 
their conseiences. Those who have the auda- 
city to think that everything is not all right 


in Algeria, who seek reasonable solutions 
for the war, are expected to gag their mouths 
and keep ‘quiet, or join the chorus of flat- 


everyone can see that the state is losing its 
reason.”

‘on its hands in Algeria. But then so did it 


have a serious problem in Indochina. What 
could it possibly gain if the land of the great 
slogan “Liberte, egalite, fraternite,” were to 
bring unrest in North Africa under control 
at the price of free speech at home? 


Watchful Eyes on McElroy 


So persistent have been the reports and so 
unfavorable the indications on Pentagon re- 
organization prospects that Chairman Lyndon 
B. Johnson of the Senate Preparedness sub- 
committee wrote to Secretary of Defense 
Neil McElroy and invited him to testify be- 
fore the subcommittee on April 2 as to just 
how matters stand. 

Senator Johnson and his subcommittee have 
to their credit several months of hearings 
which have helped materially to reveal what 
is needed in the Defense Department. It was 
only natural that Senator Johnson should ex- 
press his concern over the mounting evidence 
that “things will go on just as they have in 
the past.” And, as he added, “the best re- 
sponse to an allegation of inaction is always 
action.” 

Secretary McElroy’s response was a letter 
informing Senator Johnson that he hoped to 
submit the reorganization plan to President 
Eisenhower ‘before the end of March. That 
does not set at rest the fears that the pro- 
gram will be watered down. 

If the reorganization plan turns out to be 
of no major consequence, Senator Johnson 
should call Secretary McElroy in and ask 
him for a full explanation from A to Izzard.

Most of the American overseas 
bases were set up as a direct result 
of Soviet cold war policy. The bases 
were established co-operatively as a 
means of protecting Western Europe 
against the massive Soviet land 
armies. 

Could any of these bases safely be 
relinquished? In some fringe coun- 
tries, perhaps. But there could be no 
large-scale withdrawal in present cir- 
cumstances without inviting grave 
and one-sided weaknesses. 


In present circumstances there Is 
no satisfactory substitute for over- 
seas bases. They are part of the rel- 
ative military stability that has been 
reached between East and West. That 
the Soviet Union insists on coupling 
the control of outer space with the 
abolition of bases shows, as Chalmers 
Roberts has written, how apparently 
irreconcilable are the two positions. 
The situation is the more dishearten- 
ing because the explorations of space 
and the development of space weap- 
ons are proceeding fast; and soon, as 
in the case of nuclear weapons, there 
may be no practical possibility of 
effective space centrol for peaceful 
purposes. 


Still, we do not think the problem 
is hopeless. The Soviet Union, pat- 
ently, is attempting to obtain ratifi- 
cation of the status quo by muster- 
ing its propaganda resources on be- 
half of proposals whieh it knows the 
West cannot accept. Unfortunately, 
the United States in the past has 
done the same thing in reverse. But 
there remain possibilities. 


One is international regulation of 
nuclear weapon tests, with the estab- 
lishment of inspection stations which 
could become the nucleus for some- 
thing more. Another is a pullback 
of troops from Central Europe as 
variant of the proposal for an ato

Some diplomatic sources are label- 
ing the Soviet offer as an ingenious 
device when, in fact, the purpose is 
so obvious that it is far from the 
Kremlin’s normal Machiavellian 
standards of deception.

After first ridiculing President 
Eisenhower's plan for control of 
outer space missiles, Moscow has 
now seized upon a distorted version 
of it to make a typical Soviet propo- 
sal. The Soviets declare themselves 
willing to ban the use of outer space 
for military purposes in return for 
the elimination of foreign military 
bases on territories of other states. 


The disingenuousness of this pro- 
posal is self-evident. The Soviets 
deny, of course, that they have any 
foreign military bases, though they 
have made all Eastern Europe a vast 
military base. 

The bases they want to eliminate, 
therefore, are the Western, princi- 
pally American, bases established 
and maintained by corhmon agree- 
ment and effort in the common in- 
terest of Western self-defense, Such 
elimination would, of course, méan 
the end of the Western alliances and 
a clear road to further Soviet con- 
quests, 

Moscow has not dared and does not 
dare to submit its control of Eastern 
Europe as a military marshaling 
ground to the test of free elections 
by the subjugated people. In con- 
trast, the Western bases are always 
subject to the vote of the people 
in whose midst they are put. They 
have been an issue in all elections in 
free Europe. 

No Western bases have been im- 
posed on any nation which does not 
want them for its own protection, 
and countries like Denmark and Nor- 
way are freely accorded the right to 
reject such bases without impairing 
their NATO membership.

Another Already Being Built in_ Cali- 
fornia, and One Will Be Needed for 
Polar Firing—Operations Read Like 
Something Out of Science Fiction.

ERE ON THIS SAND SPIT between the Banana river and | 
He Atlantic ocean can be seen a dozen monstrous gantry | 

towers—in the case of the Atlas, 12 stories high—for serv- 
icing the brainy birds or beasts that are being tested. 


A short distance away from 
the servicing towers are con- 
crete blockhouses looking like 
gigantic mushrooms just com- 
ing out of the ground. They 
are built to withstand a pres- 
sure of 50,000 pounds per 
square inch 50 feet away. 


To one who has seen the mo- 
tion picture of a Navaho mis- 
sile blowing up almost directly 
overhead, with the burning 
debris falling into the water 
just off the beach, the reason 
for the block house is evident. 
A missile blowing up early in 
flight can be a dangerous ex- 
plosion. 


The contrast between Cape 
Canaveral today 
Canaveral four years ago now 
is astounding. 


A $400,000,000 Investment, 


At the time of the writer’s 
last visit here there was one 
jerry-rigged gantry tower that 
was used for launching missiles 
such as the Viking and Aero- 
bee rockets and the early Red- 
stone missiles. 


To watch the take-off of a 
Matador missile in 1954 we 
stood behind some sand bags 
50 feet from the launching 
point. The missile test center 
today represents a $400,000,000 
investment in facilities and 
costs $100,000,000 annually to 
operate. This investment in- | 
cludes the tracking stations 
down the Bahamas, Grand 
Turks, Santo Domingo, Puerto 
Rico, Antigua, St. Lucia, Fer- | 
nando de Noronha and Ascen- 
sion islands. 


This is only the beginning 
of the missile test installations, 
since other test facilities at dif- 
ferent locations will have to be 
erected. One is being built now 
at Camp Cook, Cal., and an- 
other will have to be located 
at a place suitable for firing 
orbiting vehicles safely on a 
polar orbit. 

Maj. Gen. Donald N. Yates, 
Air Force commander of the 
missile test center, briefed vis- 
iting reporters prior to a tour 
of facilities. The fact that the 
press was admitted to the base 
and given an opportunity to 
see everything, including two 
Atlas intercontinental missiles, 
a Thor 1500-mile missile, a 
Jupiter-C ready on its launch- | 
ing pad for firing this week, 
several intercontinental Snarks 
(a pilotless bomber) and other 
small missiles, indicates that 
the Defense Department has 
given up some of its security 
ideas. Yates said he hoped for 
still further relaxation of se- 
curity restrictions. 

1.C.B.M.s Not Operational. 

Yates was quite objective 
about the status of the differ- 
ent missiles. The I.C.B.M.s, he 
said, are still far from opera- 
tional. In this he agrees with 
the industry men who are mak- | 
ing them and disagrees with 
official statements from Wash- 
ington. 

Only the Air Force Matador 
pilotless bomber with a range 
of 600 miles is fully operation- 
al, Yates said. The Army Red- 
stone, the Snark and the Bo- 
mare pilotless interceptor are 
practically ready and could 
perform combat missions to- 
morrow. 

The Thor has not yet had a 
military launching and, in fact, 
has had only one completely 
successful flight with full guid- 
ance. 

Questioned about what the 
term “successful” firing meant, 
Yates said that all early firings 
were primarily for the purpose 
of testing missile components. 
If the firing was sufficiently | 
successful for the test center 
to determine the behavior of 
the components telemetered 
back, it would be called a suc- 
cessful firing even though the 
missile had to be destroyed 
early in flight. 

An Atlas missile—range 5500 
miles — will be tested next 
week in a 500-mile flight.

By means of the Doppler ef-

be determined within an ac- | 
curacy of between 15 and 30 
feet up to ranges of 500 miles. 

These data are fed into a 
computer 10 times a second. 
The computer predicts the im- 
pact point in about 1/81,000 of 
a second and sends the infor- | 
mation electronically to the 
automatic plotters. 

Big Gantry Cranes. 

The gantry servicing cranes 
are unique monsters—for the 
big Atlas missile about 35 feet | 
square and 140 feet high. They | 
are on tracks for easy move- 
ment up to the launching point. 
Gates and part of the floors 
swing out on each of the 12 
floors. The missile is then 
hoisted into position and the 
gates and floors swing around 
it. The floors have circular 
holes that fit around the mis- | 
sile. Seven of the floors, or 
platforms, on the Atlas gan- | 
tries can be raised and low- | 
ered so that any part of the 
missile can be worked on. 

In the blockhouse there are 
four television sets which show 
continuous pictures of the mis- 
sile being worked on. The: 
blockhouse controls the prep- 
aration of the missile for fir- | 
ing, but when it is fired all 
operations are transferred to 
the control center. 

Atlas and the Army's Jupiter 
have what is called “redun- 
dant” guidance.

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“West Side Story” New Art Form 


Establishes Model for an Indigenous American Music Drama 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 


THE MUSICAL PLAY “West 
Side Story,” which is currently showing 
at the Winter Garden in New York, is 
one of the most successful theatrical 
attractions of the season. Its authors 
and promoters, having garnered an ex- 
traordinary amount of praise and the 
assurance of satisfying royalties for 
many months to come, may not be con- 
cerned with the wider implications of 
their joint efforts. After seeing a re- 
cent performance, however, I was con- 
vinced that “West Side Story” may be- 
gome the prototype for a new art form. 


In one sense, there is nothing new 
in the theater and never will be. Play- 
acting probably antedates the recorded 
history of mankind and the use of music 
as a reinforcement of spoken or intoned 
drama is certainly as old as the ancient 
Greek theater. To speak of something 
new, then, is merely to say that old 
elements have been brought into a new 
relationship with one another. This is 
what has happened, I believe, in the 
ease of “West Side Story.” 


The finished product is the work of 
four authors. The book and lyrics were 
written by Arthur Laurents and Stephen 
Sondheim, Leonard Bernstein composed 
the music, Jerome Robbins supplied 
the choreography and the general stage 
direction. The action takes place in 
the near West Side of Manhattan Island 
and concerns two ugly social problems 
now facing the people of New York: ju- 
venile delinquency and the large and 
unassimilated Puerto Rican population. 


OBVIOUSLY, this situation pro- 
vided a theme of the first importance 
and one which would attract attention 
because of its topical significance, if 
for no other reason. The material 
would have been more easily adapted to 
grim realism than to any other form but 
the authors were evidently more in- 
terested in giving it a broader meaning 
and a more poetic,tone. Hence the play 
became a modern version of the ““Romeo 
and Juliet” story but with music and 
choreography serving as organic ele- 
ments in the dramatic continuity. 


The ballet, of course, is already es- 
tablished as a story-telling medium, but 
choreography by itself cannot communi- 
cate the specific details of a situation. 
One must have a written program, or be 
thoroughly familiar with the plot, in 
order to understand the meaning of 
each movement. So in “West Side 
Story” the ballet sequences are brought 
in at climactic moments which have 
been built up by dialogue. Musical scenes 
are similarly treated but with the dif- 
ference that the singing numbers are 
given the function of expanding the ro- 
mantic elements of the plot while the 
dancing—as in the gang fight between 
the American “Jets” and the Puerto

Rican “Sharks”—gives additional power 
to the critical dramatic situations. 
BOTH MUSIC AND DANCING 
are functional; they are a part of the 
story line. But they also have an in- 
trinsic appeal, Moreover, their affecting 
qualities are such that the play as a 
whole is lifted well above the level of 
gutter realism and justifies the use of 
a more poetic and imaginative dialogue 
than would be appropriate jin the realis- 
tic theater. 

So the collaborators in “West Side 
Story” have managed to have their 
cake and eat it too. They have pre- 
served enough of shock and violence to 
keep the story dramatically tense; and 
at the same time have sublimated their 


characters and the sentiments that move 
them. 


A new formula, of course, does not 
guarantee a successful result by itself. 
The closest possible collaboration among 
all the creative minds involved is neces- 
sary; and it seems evident that “West 
Side Story” was the product of just 
such team work. The story and the 
dialogue were so designed as to allow 
for the dynamic play of choreography 
and music; and both Robbins and Bern- 
stein were equal to the demands of the 
general conception. 

Yet it is still a “Broadway attraction,” 


though an unusually good one. Bern- 
stein’s score, for instance, is quite so- 
phisticated in its rhythmic patterns and 
instrumental colorings, but in the pay- 
off scenes, such as the love duets, the 
character of the music does not rise too 
far above the expectations of a normal 
Broadway audience. In the nature of 
things popular music must be reminis- 
cent in some degree; and while a 
clever composer can conceal its deriva- 
tions, he mustn’t be too clever at con- 
cealment or he will defeat his ends. 


THE QUESTION, THEN, is 
whether the form worked out with such 
finish in “West Side Story” would still 
serve as well in a play whose content 
were elevated by several degrees. I 
can see no reason why it shouldn’t. The 
“impurity” of the form would offer 
no difficulties. Every operatic form is 
impure in that it combines elements 
that sometimes war with one another. 
Yet Mozart, in “The Abduction from 
the Seraglio,” followed the same line as 
a hundred commonplace German sing- 
spiels. ; 


So it is to be hoped that Messrs. 
Robbins, Bernstein el al. will be em- 
boldened by their success to try another 
and in so doing, perhaps, open up a 
new path for an indigenous American 
music-drama.

Pedestrian’s Stir of Actwity Needed in New Open Spaces 


By GEORGE McCUE 


‘‘WHY ARE SOME downtown 
plazas enjoyable, and others nothing 
but a bore?” Why do some open 
spaces ‘feel right," and others somehow 
lack any quality which makes the visitor 
want to return?” An easy way to de- 
cide, says Grady Clay, real estate editor 
of the Louisville Courier-Journal, is to 
get out and walk. 


“Once you begin to walk and look,” 
says Clay, “you begin to recognize that 
the present big\ American city has be- 
come an inhuman wilderness, a hot 
asphaltic desert in summer, an endless 
series of windy canyons in winter. The 
City lavishes billions on air-conditioning 
the interiors of its stores, of soothing 
the troubled breast of the matronly 
shopper with soporific piped-in music— 
and plunges her pell-mell into a street 
full of noise, dirt, confusion, clutter 
and anxieties. The typical Downtown 
Street provides little change of pace, no 
shift in the scenery, and few small, inti- 
mate places where man can really feel 
at home, calm and rested.” 


Clay speaks with authority for, on 
assignment by Fortune magazine, he 
spent three months on a circuit of plazas 
in major American cities, walking and 
looking. His findings should be of spe- 
cial interest in St. Louis, for the time 
is here to do some deep-down, rock-bot- 
tom, long-range thinking about what we 
expect to gain in better living from the 
work in prospect in the St. Louis down- 
town. 

MOST OLDER CITIES have 
had, at some period in their histories, a 
central area around which grew up 
shops, eating places, amusement places 
and various service facilities. These 
centers drew people into the area to do 
business, to keep appointments, to take 


part in the general stir of activity and to 
enjoy themselves in the innumerable 
ways afforded by this miscellaneous en- 
vironment. 

When these areas fall victims to age, 
blight and abandonment, there is usual- 
ly nothing to take their place. The St. 
Louis downtown is gaining more and 
more parking lots, but if.we don't 
shake off the present sickness of easy 
discouragement and unimaginative plan- 
ning, there will be less and less need 
for parking lots. We now have parking 
lots on the sites of buildings that once 
added historic interest and flavor to the 
St. Louis downtown, even after their 
original usefulness had passed, and 
which had great potentialities as tourist 
attractions. 


THERE IS NO USE  bewailing 
the extinct Merchants’ Exchange, the 
old Nationa] Hotel, Speck’s coffee shop, 
the American Theater and their like, for 
they are gone, and we might as well 
prepare for the loss of the old Custom 
House which clearly is not long for this 
world. But we must ask ourselves what 
we intend doing for this good and great 
city with the space that the wrecking 
ball and the bulldozer are giving us to 
work with. 


The once historic riverfront is once 
again very much as Laclede found it, 
and other portions of the original 
prairie have been regained farther west. 
This is our present plaza—flanked by 
official buildings that are dead after 
5 p.m.—containing two war memorials, 
a couple of statues whose subjects not 
10 people in St. Louis could name on a 
moment’s notice, and some park 
benches. Were it not for Kiel Audi- 
torium, and the bustle of activity it 
creates after dark, the coyote’s cry 
might echo this very night in the neatly 


landscaped downtown emptiness that is 
our present plaza area. 


THE PARK BENCHES undoubt- 
edly are the most vital features of this 
Jandscape, for they restore the human 
scale. And the human scale, says Grady 
Clay, is what is painfully missing from 
most of the municipal plazas he has 
walked through. 

“Imagine how you would negotiate 
a stairway with risers four feet high,” 
Clay suggests. “Today's Downtown is 
equally out of scale with the average 
human being who must occasionally 
rest, who needs a drink of water, or 
relief at a toilet, who suddenly feels a 
desperate hanker for a moment's quiet— 
or who merely wants a place to talk in 
peace with a friend, out of the noise of 
traffic and not necessarily lapping up 
whiskey at a bar.” 


Between the towering Saarinen arch 
on the riverfront, which it seems we 
may some day get, and the monumental 
apartment and commercial buildings 
that will be put up in the downtown 
plaza section and the Mil! Creek Valley 
development, we shall need some quiet, 
unmonumental retreats. We shall need 
places where trees, flowers and foliage 
grow in abundance, but in a metro- 
politan setting of short byways, courts, 
little shops AND SIDEWALK CAFES. 

There is a great American myth that 
sidewalk cafes don't pay, but Clay found 
several cities where they are paying off 
handsomely, to their management's 
pleased surprise “and to the public's 
vast benefit. A plaza needs buyers, 
sellers, strollers, window-shoppers—pe- 
destrians. The successful modern plazas 
are those that cater to the man, woman 
and child on foot, with the automobile 
excluded and goods of al! kinds within 
easy walking distance. 

Suburban shopping centers exploit 
the one-stop idea, but the downtown 
section still holds the great potentiali- 
ties of bigger selections of goods, of 
greater variety of pedestrian adventures, 
of more interesting window-shopping 
and of the excitement of being a part of 
the bustle of a metropolis. 

In this scene, all the arts should 
have a part. Good architecture, sculp-

SCHUMANN’S MUSICAL SETTING for Byron's 
“Manfred” consists of an overture, several orchestral inter- 
ludes and background music accompanying several dialogues. 
With the exception of the overture this score is an unknown 
and forgotten item so far as the lay public is concerned. 
So the recorded performance by the Royal Philharmonic 
Orchestra, the B.B.C. Chorus and a group of London singers 
and actors is a genuine novelty. Sir Thomas Beecham, the 
conductor, has produced a superior result. The dramatic 
speeches are read in a broad, declamatory style. The music, 
both vocal and orchestral is essentially lyrical and is so 
treated. (Columbia, Two 12-inch Lps in album.) 


“Manfred,”” may be described as a dramatic poem but it is 
virtually unactable and the philosophical message is rather 
obscure. The central character is afflicted with an unexplained 
load of guilt and a consequent “death wish.” This kind of 
terminology is more familiar to modern readers of psychologi- 
cal literature than it was to those of the nineteenth century, 
The terms are fairly accurate as applied to Byron's poem, 
nevertheless, and the assumption of Manfred’s identity with 
Byron himself seems warranted. 


A RECORD CONTAINING both the violin and piano 
concerti of Arnold Schoenberg offers the interested public 
an opportunity to hear two important modern works 
under circumstances favorable to an understanding of their 
structure and content. Alfred Brendel, pianist, and Wolf- 
gang Marschner,, violinist, are the soloists and the orches- 
tral parts are played by the Symphony Orchestra of the 
Southwest German Radio with Michael Gielen conducting. 

Both follow the procedures of the 12-tone system which 
means that the selected order of notes which constitute 
the tone row is repeated sufficiently often to serve as a 
thematic focus. The dissonant language may sound aimless 
to the listener hearing it for the first time; but both works 
begin to clear up after the second or third hearing. Their 
content then takes on an essentially romantic import which 
often rises to a great intensity. (Vox, One 12-inch Lp.) 


THE CONCERTGEBOUW ORCHESTRA with Ed- 
uard van Beinum conducting gives a solid, closely integrated, 
broad and generally satisfactory performance of the Brahms 
Third Symphony. Dr. van Beinum makes the lyrical passages 
sound with feeling but he doesn't caress them. The second 
side contains the Mendelssohn “Italian” Symphony and the 
result here is not quite as good. The texture of sound is a 
little too deep: its movement is methodically persistent 
rather than resilient. Certainly there are no “beaded bub- 
bles winking at the brim.” (Epic, One 12-inch LP.) 


ANOTHER RECORDING of Tschaikowsky's Fifth is 
justified for those who like its excursions and alarms when 
a new conductor promises to make it sound fresh. Constantin 
Silvestri, a Rumanian, tries his hand at this and does very 
well though it’s still Tschaikowsky. His vitalizing touch is 
supplied from the inside, so to speak, and depends on lively 
rhythms and excellent tone quality rather than tricks of 
tempo or accentuation. The Philharmonic Orchestra sounds, 
as usual, like a virtuoso organization. (Angel, One 12-inch 
Lp.) 

AT THE AGE OF NINE Lorin Maazel conducted the 
Los Angeles Philharmonic Orchestra in a concert that not 
only impressed the public but several astute musicians who 
happened to hear it. His teacher, Dr. Viadimir Bakaleini- 
koff—then associate conductor of the Pittsburgh Symphony— 
did not hesitate to describe Maazel as a genius. As often 
happens with infant prodigies, the promise was not imme- 
diately fulfilled; but all the evidence is not yet compiled. 
Maazel is now 27 and for several years has been conduct- 
ing with great success in Europe like other young Americans. 
He has also made a recording with the collaboration of the 
distinguished Berlin Philharmonic Orchestra of the “Romeo 
and Juliet” Fantasia by Tschaikovsky and of a suite ab- 
stracted from the ballet “Romeo and Juliet” by Prokofieff. 


Both are handsomely and effectively performed, though 
I would say that young Maazel comes closer to a complete 
grasp of the Tschaikovsky work than of the somewhat more 
subtle Prokofieff score. Anyhow, both are vital, strongly 
propelled performances and the record discloses a close con- 
trol and many imaginative touches. (Decca, One 12-inch LP.)

Symphony’s Narrow Base 
By MANUS SASONKIN 3 


THE ST. LOUIS Symphony Orchestra has had an event- 
ful season, on the whole, but contemporary music has not 
fared particularly well. It has not been ignored, by any 
means, but it has appeared largely in an incidental capacity, 
as an overture or an occasional piece. Offhand, I can recall 
only one symphony (Creston’s Second), two violin concerti by 
Prokofieff and Menotti), and one suite (Bartok). Of the three 
major figures in contemporary music, Stravinsky was repre- 
sented by his youthful, impressionistic “Firebird” Suite: 
Hindemith and Schoenberg were ignored altogether. Such 
omissions are inexcusable and they must be remedied if our 
Symphony concerts are to assume significance as concerts, 
and not simply serve as excuses for social promenades. 
Another weakness of the currently expiring season relates 
to the matter of concerti, particularly amongst pianists. For 
years, we have been plied with the same concerti without 
respite: The Schumann A Minor, the Chopin E Minor and F 
Minor, the Beethovan E Fiat, the Brahms B Fiat, the Tschai- 
kovsky and the Rachmaninoff C Minor. Admittedly, these are 
all worthy of performance, but not exclusively, and not at 
the expense of nearly all other essays in the medium. Violin- 
ists, too, have a way of restricting themselves—and their lis- 
teners—to a steady diet of Beethoven-Brahms-and-Tschaikov- 
sky in D, and Mendelssohn in E; but the very narrowness of 
this hard-core repertoire demands a certain amount of expan- 
sion, with asphyxiation as the alternative. On the whole, 
violinists have been perceptibly more imaginative than pian- 
ists, in selecting their concerti. 
OF THIS YEAR’S PIANISTS, only Glenn Gould, 
who played Bach and Mozart, and Thomas Schippers, who 
offered a rarely heard Mendelssohn concerto, displayed ‘any 
noticeable resourcefulness. The rest were content to trot out 
the same warhorses we have listened to for years and years. 
The excuse proferred for this stagnation is that these are the 
concerti which audiences want to hear. But people want to 
hear what they know, and they have no way of getting to 
know a piece of music if it is not played for them. What 
starts as an imposition (in the form of an unfamiliar con- 
certo) becomes, by and by, an accepted matter of course, 
and, ultimately perhaps, a stimulus for pleasant anticipation, 
Now the piano concerto literature is extremely rich. Too 
rich to ignore. In addition to the aforementioned concerti, 
we might note more than 20 by Mozart alone, six more by 
Beethoven (including Beethoven's own adaption of his violin 
concerto, and a remarkably precocious concerto dating from 
his fourteenth year), and literally innumerable concerti by 
Haydn, the Bach Family, Hummel and other members of the 
so-called “Classical’’ School. The Romantic mine. yields 
abundant nuggets: Anton Rubenstein, Saint-Saens, MacDow- 
ell. Liszt, Franck, Dvorak and Busoni, among others, com- 
posed for piano and orchestra. In our own century, Schoen- 
berg, Prokofieff, Rawsthorne, Bartok, and Menotti have all 
added to the repertoire, and this is by no means an exhaus- 
tive list. Not all of this music is of the highest caliber, but 
we cannot evaluate music unless we hear it. There is room 
on concert programs for the unexplored along with the 
familiar, and our Symphony Society would do well to advise 
its soloists accordingly. 
THERE I8S ALSO ROOM for concerti. involving 
instruments other than piano and violin. Virtually every 
principal orchestral instrument, including thmpani and string 
bass. boasts at least one concerto, and with some instruments 
the literature is rather extensive. Between imported soloists 
and soloists recruited from the orchestra itself (in the man- 
ner of our Little Symphony), a large amount of territory 
can be covered. It seems pointless to abstain from doing so.

The Warriors were in 
front most of the first half, but 
after intermission it was a dif- 
ferent story as the Celtics took 
charge in the third period to 
forge a 78-70 lead as the final 
period opened The Celtics 
merely toyed with the home 
club in the final session.

With an effective height of 1649 feet above sea level, the tower and new equipment have been designed 
to provide. improved television reception for Channel 5 viewers using either color or black and white screens. 


Effective range of the station is increased by some 7000 square miles to a total of 17,000 square miles. 
This reaches 70 to 80 miles distant from the station in all directions, an added signal radius of about 15 miles. 


KSD-TV's full power of 100 kilowatts is expected to blanket 39 counties in Missouri and southern Illinois when 


transmitted from the tall tower, effectively filling in previous blind spots and making reception positive in fringe 
locations.

ing, which will go on a con- 
siderable part of the time. 

A bank of small red lights 
on a panel in the transmit- 
ter building will indicate 
when one of the safety 
lights on the tower is out 
and has to be replaced. The 
tower lights will be turned 
on or off by a photo-electric 
cell, on the top of the trans- 
mitter building, automatic- 
ally measuring the intensity 
of the light in the sky and 
acting accordingly. 

Four sharp-pointed steel 
rods that spread away 
above the topmost beacon 
at 1649 feet above sea-level 
will serve as lightning ar- 
resters, 
strike into the solid steel 
shafts of the tower itself 
and straight down into a 
network of copper strap 
buried in the ground around 
the tower’s base. 

The tall tower is guyed 
in three directions at five 
levels, and the guy-cables 
also are grounded into cop- 
per strap at the base of the 
guy anchor blocks. Guy- 
cables are galvanized bridge 
strands ranging from five- 
sixteenths of an inch in 
diameter to one and seven- 
sixteenths inches in diame- 
ter. The largest strand is 
next to the top in the five- 
level series. All the guys 
together add up to 14,000 
feet of cable. The rein- 
forced concrete anchor 
blocks average about 14 by 
15 feet, with a depth of nine 
feet, and they are locked 
into bed rock. A_ small 
ereek had to be diverted 
from the location of one 
anchor block, for flood-sea- 
son safety. 

The tower, itself, has a 
reinforced eoncrete steel 
base on b@drock. The tower 
weighs 300,000 pounds. This 
weight, together with that 
exerted upon the tower by 
the guy-cables, adds up to 
a total downthrusting force 
at the tower’s base of 915,- 
000 pounds. 

The new RCA six-bay an- 
tenna, ‘somewhat improved 
from earlier models, is de- 
signed to direct the power 
waves from the top of the 
tower in horizontal lines, 
prevent them from going 
any higher, and spread them 
out over the earth at six 
times their otherwise nor- 
mal strength. Since the elec- 
tric power of the TV fre- 
quencies used in channel 5 
are not hot enough to make 
any heat at the antenna, 
there is a special, automat- 
ically controlled electric 
heating circuit on parts of 
the antenna to prevent ice 
formation on it. W hen tem- 
perature ranges between 20 
and 40 degrees at the an- 
tenna, this de-icer will auto- 
matically go into operation 
by thermostatic control.

IN MANY AMERICAN MARRIAGES, “people seem to 
be content if they're not too miserable,” says Dr. Arthur 
Mandy, Baltimore psychiatrist. 

One basic reason for unhappy marriage is that women 
are becoming too aggres- 
sive, too competitive with 
men, he declares. The re- 
sult is millions of women 
are frigid, and perhaps 
as many men impotent, 
he writes in the publica- 
tion, State of Mind. 

Family doctors could 
help many married 
couples understand their 
problems and compromise 
their bickerings some- 
what to raise their mar- 
riages “from a level of 
horrible to not so hor- 
rible,” Dr. Mandy says. 
He is a psychiatrist at 
the Johns Hopkins hos- 
pital and medical school 
and director of the 

psychosomatic, obstetric 
and gynecology clinic of Sinal hospital. 

He suggests the ultimate solution is educating future 
generations in better understanding of human behavior 
and sex because adults:can only hear or understand “what 
their prejudice permits them to.” 


“Frigidity as we see it today is an outgrowth 
of woman’s running away from her biological des- 
tiny, which is to be a wife, mother, and home- 
maker,” Dr. Mandy writes. .“It reflects her re- 
fusal to take the role of passive homemaker. 
Instead, she’s seeking gratification elsewhere by 
competing with men.” 


>» DR. MANDY SAYS this is the final result of “the so- 
called feminine emancipation movement” when women de- 
cided their place no longer was in the home. They first 
asked the right to vote, he says, then to attend universi- 
ties, to enter politics, to compete with men in jobs, includ- 
ing being scientists, pilots, soldiers. They found they 
could be financially independent. 

But few women can succeed in both holding a job 
and being wife and mother because “this is not the destiny 
of women” and because the job of caring for home and 
children takes 24 hours a day. Men must help also if 
women are to concentrate on family life rather than upon 
careers, he declares. 

“They must give the woman of the house more recog- 
nition. Women who are feminists tell you that they went 
in this direction because they were fed up with working in 
the house—cooking, cleaning, fixing the children’s clothes, 
doing this and that—just to have their husbands come 
home night after night and grumble about the dinner.” 

The husband must show his wife he cares for her, and 
help her emotionally, Dr. Mandy advises. 


In the typical impasse, the husband “says he 
doesn’t do these things because the wife makés 
herself unlovable. .She is such an agressive threat 
to him. He doesn’t feel inclined to hug and kiss 
her when he comes home because she has been 
miserable to him. The wife says she is miserable 
to him because of his almost total inattentiveness.” 


>» BOTH MUST SIT DOWN and take stock. This isn't 
just a case of some marriages but “a national problem,” 
the psychiatrist believes. 

He thinks frigidity in women—an inability to reach 
sexual climax—is a symptom of all this and that it stems 
from women’s aggressive tendencies. 

“Yet they are unwilling to become dependent upon 
their husbands. They themselves want to pursue the sex 
act. They want to feel as aggressive as the man.” 

This attitude is a threat to the man who then may not 
be able to react normally, and becomes impotent. Also, 
the pursuing woman can “ultimately come to the thought 
that if he really loved her, he’d pursue her. She thinks, 
‘} am not really acceptable; that’s why I must pursue him.,’” 


Sex education for the present generation “is 
kind of futile because people can hear only what 
their prejudice permits them to.” They are likely 
to agree some friend has such a problem, but not 
that it applies to them. 


>“ SEX EDUCATION for children cannot begin early 
enough because a child's sexual attitude is formed between 
ages 1 to 5, even from the unspoken attitudes of parents 
which the child perceives, Dr. Mandy declares. 

Physicians can be helpful counselors to husbands and 
wiyes, and there are “many little things that can be done 
as a compromise kind of relationship in which he'll do 
this if she'll do that.” 

“Compromise at least raises the marriage from a level 
of horrible to not so horrible. It may not provide a mag- 
nificently happy marriage, but the general average today 
in America is not ideally happy.”

» AWAY BACK IN 1859 “A Manual of Politeness,”

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After Jesus is betrayed by 
Judas in the garden of Geth- 
semane, He is taken before 
members of the Sanhedrin, 
who pass a preliminary 
death sentence and turn Him 
over to the guards, at whose 
hands He is mocked and 
beaten. Narration of the 
succeeding events in the 
thirteenth hour follows: 


6 A.M., APRIL 7 


A SMALL KNOT of people 
stood outside the house of 
Caiphas in the early dawn. 
— them was Judas Iscar- 
ot. 


Although he had been paid 
for his work, Judas could not 
leave the scene. Frightened 
and fascinated, he waited until 
they brought Jesus out. Judas 
looked and was sickened by 
what he saw. He was shocked 
and a wave of contrition en- 
guifed him, He did not believe 
that Jesus was the Messiah but 
he knew of his own experience 
that this was the gentlest Man 
in the world. 


The party passed him, and 
Judas watched the guards push 
Jesus and kick Him when He 
stumbled. His shame turned 
into horror and he told him- 
self, over and over, that he 
had not meant this to happen! 
Perhaps Jesus deserved punish- 
ment: perhaps banishment to 
Galilee or further. But not 
this. 


Judas grew frantic. He had 
to find out what would happen. 
He hurried after the small 
group, throwing his cloak over 
the. lower part of his face to 
keep from being recognized. 


Judas, following the maimed 
Man he had betrayed, trailed 
alone behind the group to the 
Xystus, which bridged the up- 
per city to the temple area, 
and then on to the Huldah 
Gates. He mingled with the 
worshipers and got inside with- 
out attracting attention. He was 
now in a panic. If only he 
could have grabbed Jesus by 
arm, and fled .. .! If he 
could go back to Caiphas and 
re 


The terrible feeling. that 
had replaced the tickle in his 
stomach was not due to his 
faith in Jesus, not even to 
his friendship for Jesus be- 
cause a traitor has no ca- 
pacity for friendship. What 
troubled Judas was the rec- 
ollection of the sweetness 
and goodness of this Man, 
even to those whe hurt Him 
most. Now—too late—Judas 
could not bear to see Jesus 
hurt. 


There was a stone room in 
the southwestern corner of the 
temple, adjoining the place 
where the largest court flared 
out toward the Pool of Siloe. 
Here the Great Sanhedrin met. 
The walls inside were of 
grained black and white mar- 
ble and there were the three 
rows of semicircular chairs 
which faced three similar rows 
against the opposite wall. 


Jesus was led inside and held, 
standing between the facing 
rows. Two hundred feet away 
His Father. was being wor- 
shiped unceasingly. One hun- 
dred feet away many of the 
Jews who believed in Him 
walked on the royal porch in 
the morning sunshine, and 
some asked others whether 
Jesus the Christ would come to 
the temple on this bright day 
to teach and to heal. 

The Man standing in the 
chamber of the Great Sanhed- 
rin touched His tongue to His 
dry bloody lips and hoped for 
water. To ask for it would be

in a particularly holy Sabbath? 


“He has spoken giddupha 
(blasphemy)!” Caiphas shouted. 


The clerks then began to call 
the roll, starting with the 
youngest members. Each in 
turn stood and said: “He is 
guilty! Death!” When the roll 
was completed without a dis- 
senting vote, the clerk wrote 
the prisoner’s name, the charge, 
the finding of guilt, and the 
sentence, This, along with the 
prisoner, would have to be tak- 
en to the Roman Procurator 
for confirmation of sentence. 


Two seats in the Great San- 
hedrin were empty: that of 
Nicodemus and that of Joseph 
of Arimathia, friends of the 
accused. The total number of 
men who held the life of Jesus 
in their hands, excluding 
Caiphas, who as presiding of- 
ficer had no vote, was no 
greater than 68, two for each 
year of His life. - 


The high priest left his post 
and walked toward the rear of 
the room. There he removed 
the golden band of his office 
from his miter. On it in He- 
brew were the characters: 
“Holiness unto Yahweh,” and 
it was an ancient legend that, 
when the final day of atone- 
ment came, God would read 
these words on the golden 
band and, pleased, would for- 
give all blasphemers. 


The bonds of the prisoner 
had been loosed throughout 
the brief hearing and He stood 
chafing His wrists and holding 
His stomach. In the back of 
the Boule (council), Caiphas 
sat in whispered consultation 
with some of the scribes. The 
next move was to take Jesus to 
the Roman Procurator, Pontius 
Pilate, and in all the long, hard 
road of the apprehension, trial 
and conviction of this criminal, 
there was nothing that Caiphas 
feared more. 


A man of restraint could 
bear with Pilate’s ironies, his 
sarcasms, his spurious puzzle- 
ment regarding Hebrew law, 
his disclaimers, his faintly veil- 
ed scorn of all Jews. But if 
he denied that the crime was 
of sufficient gravity to warrant 
death, then all the pleas of 
logic and justice would avail 
Caiphas nothing. Jesus would 
be freed and He would be a 
greater voice among the people 
than ever before. One might 
as well close the temple. 


A scribe sitting with Caiphas 
said that he had been present 
a few days ago when Jesus had 
examined a Roman coin and 
had said that it was just to 
render to Caesar the things 
that were Caesar’s. Couldn't 
this statement perhaps be turn- 
ed against the Galilean? Caip- 
has and the priests discussed 
it at length. 


What Jesus actually had 
said could not but please 
Pilate, because the little 
speech favored just taxation 
and coin in kind. But if the 
statement could be twisted a 


little—to a point, say, where 
they might tell the Procura- 
tor that this Man had coun- 
seled the populace against 
Caesar—that would be incit- 
ing to rebellion under Ro- 
man law, and Pilate, no mat- 
ter what his knowledge of 
the truth, would not dare to 
free the Man Jesus. 


If word got back to the Le- 
gate in Syria, or to Tiberius in 
Rome, that Pilate had dared 
to set free one who had taught 
the downfall of Caesar, then 
Pilate’s own freedom would be 
in jeopardy. 

Only two years ago Caiphas 
had had to combat Pilate in a 
test of strength precipitated 
by the Procurator, Pilate had 
been told that the Roman sol- 
diers could not carry votive 
shields, which bore the image 
of Caesar, into Jerusalem. The 
oe he was informed, would 

ot. 


So Pilate had hundreds of 
the shields set up on the wall 
of Fortress Antonia, which 
faced the temple grounds, The 
people rioted. Caiphas and 
Annas conferred and protested 
directly to Tiberius. The Ro- 
man Emperor sent orders to 
Pilate to remove the shields at 
once and to secure them in the 
temple of Augustus at Caesa- 
rea. The Procurator had been 
beaten by the Hebrews. 


The high priest felt that 
Pilate would make the case 
of Jesus another test of 
strength. Not that Pilate 
eared for the prisoner, who 
was just another inconse- 
quential subject. The life or 
death of Jegus was without 
meaning to the Procurator. 


The worry of Caiphas was 
that, in spite of the fact that 
he had inveigled the Roman 
into participating in the arrest 
of Jesus, Pilate would do any- 
thing he could to embarrass 
Caiphas and his father-in-law. 

And so the high priest 
weighed the merits of the new 
suggestion and tried to imagine 
the mood in which he would 
find the Procurator. Only yes- 
terday, the Great Sanhedrin 
had condemned two criminals, 
and both Jews were now lying 
in the Fortress Antonia dun- 
geon awaiting crucifixion. Pon- 
tius Pilate had not hesitated 
to confirm their death sentence. 

Maybe he would not hesitate 
this morning. It was possible 
that Caiphas and his little 
coterie of Sadduceés were 
needlessly worried. They were 
clever men, and they knew that 
their best chance of success 
lay in minimizing Jesus as a 
religious factor. 


If Pilate guessed that this 
Man had a huge following then 
all was lost, because the Pro- 
curator would begin at once 
to play one set of Jews against 
another. If he could split Pal- 
estine he would soon have the 
people at each other’s throats, 


and this, from the standpoint 
of an oppressor, would be 
ideal. 


But it worried Caiphas to 
think that any split on the 
question of Jesus’ guilt would 
pit the people against the tem- 
ple. In such a fight, more and 
more people would turn to 
espouse the faker because He 
could perform works of wonder 
and the priests could not. In 
time, the holy temple would 
be like the pyramids of Egypt 
—a huge tomb. 


One of the elders suggested 
that it would help if they 
brought along as crowd to 
shout against Jesus in the 
presence of Pilate. The little 
knot of men marveled at the 
simplicity of this weapon. 
Whom would they get? They 
would requisition the services 
of the temple guards and the 
“police” force. 


Those who earned their living 
at the temple should work for 
its preservation. It did not 
matter what they believed, or 
even whether or not they were 
influenced by that wild story 
of Lazarus being raised from 
the dead — they would do 
as they were told. 


So it was decided to take 
along a large number of temple 
employes, and to Rave them 
shepherded by several priests. 
On the march through town to 
the Antonia these people would 
press closely around the 
prisoner so that His disciples 
in Jerusalem could not get 
close to Him, or even properly 
see who the prisoner was. 
Then, at Antonia, the employes 
would take their cues from the 
priests, who would lead the 
shouting from the double 
arches of the fortress. 

Caiphas felt better. He or- 
dered the prisoner to be made 
ready for a journey as soon 
as the priests and employes 
could be drawn from the tem- 
ple. 

Jesus waited, standing. 

Outside the room the priests 
on the Royal Porch issued or- 
ders. Guards and messengers 
listened to their words and 
then ran off through the throng 
of worshipers, who wondered 
at this unseemly conduct in 
the house of the Lord. It was a 
bright, crisp morning now, and 
already there were about 30,000 
people on the temple grounds, 

The number would be great- 
er toward mid-day when the 
late caravans from the diaspora 
arrived. People jammed all the 
gates and the stairways lead- 
ing up and down to the various 
courts; sometimes fathers, 
caught in the squeezing tide, 
had to lift their growing sons 
and carry them until they 
could be safely set down again. 

Judas, standing on the edge 
of the portico, saw Caiphas’s 
messengers running through 
the crowd. He was afraid to 
ask what the supreme council 
had decided. He was afraid 
not to, The messengers ran 


off, and in minutes they were 
back. The priests whispered 
among themselves and rudely 
brushed aside the questions of 
passing pilgrims. Judas stood 
against the railing, the side of 
his molasses-colored face 
catching the morning sun. 


Several times he started 
off to ask outright what had 
happened inside, but each 
time he sensed that he would 
be putting himself in danger. 
They might accuse him of 
trying te deliver Jesus to 
freedom, and only Caiphas 
and a few others knew that, 
but for Judas, the high sen- 
ate would not have Jesus in 
custody right now. 


The betrayer grew older as 
he stood there. The sun merci- 
lessly sought the ever-deepen- 
ing hollows in his cheeks, the 
leathery. pouches under his 
eyes. He had to ask. He had 
to know. He wished that he 
had remained at home in 
Kerioth, where life was uncom- 
plicated. He wished that he 
had not volunteered to strike a 
blow for Yahweh, for his brain 
had been beset. by worry ever 
since and there would be no 
end to it. 


He would have to make the 
priests understand somehow 
that they were mistaken. Jesus 
had committed no crime. He 
had done no wrong. He was 
as innocent of evil as the lamb 
they had sacrificed at dawn. 
If he could make this known to 
Caiphas, Judas was sure that 
everything would be all right, 
because Caiphas was a just 
man, a lawgiver. He became 
increasingly nervous. The skin 
of his body felt uncomfortable. 

People began to notice the 
wildness in his eyes, and his 
hands tugging at his chest and 
thighs and the back of his 
neck. Some paused to look at 
him and smile. He stared back 
at them. Then he looked at 
his hands and saw that they 
were soiled. Fiercely, he thrust 
them inside his garment. They 
touched the old leather apron 
where he kept money. 

Judas stared sullenly at the 
faces around him. Some of 
them resembled Jesus in fea- 
tures or bearing. He feared 
that he was losing his mind. 


The little man pressed his 
fingers against his temples and 
ran through the crowd. He al- 
most collided with a messen- 
ger, and paused, breathlessly, 
to ask what the supreme coun- 
cil had decided. The messen- 
ger said he had no time for 
questions. Judas begged. He 
said he must know what had 
happened to the Prophet from 
Galilee. 

“Oh, that one,” said the 
messenger. “He will be lifted 
on a tree this morning.”

In Vanguard, Navy scientists 
have what 
world’s most efficient focket, 


for America’s defense dollar. 


Rockets are staggeringly ex- 
pensive. Even a relatively small 
one such as Vanguard costs 
about . $1,000,000 and this 
doesn’t include the $110,000,- 
000 spent on its development. 

The bigger rockets—such as 
Atlas, Titan and the Sputniks 
—run several million dollars 
each. 


In a full-scale program, it 
is conceivable even 


bankrupt 
rocket systems. 


Vanguard's efficiency, there- 
fore, is of prime importance. 
With the launching of a 2144- 
inch satellite, Vanguard will 
put, pound for pound, twice 
the payload in the sky as its 
nearest competitor 

How did Navy and Martin 
scientists achieve this effi- 
ciency? 

For one thing, Vanguard is 
the first liquid-propelled rock- 
et designed to get along with- 
out stabilizing fins or vanes. 
This means a considerable sav- 
ing in weight and so less power 
is needed to propel the rocket 
into space. 

Another weight-saver was the 
use of extremely thin air- 
frames for all three stages. 

The first stage, as a conse- 
quence, requires a thrust of 
only 28,000 pounds compared 
with 78,000 pounds for the 
modified Redstone used for the 
first stage of the Army’s Ju- 
piter-C. 


These are only two of the 
innovations which distinguish 
Vanguard from its competi- 
tors. These innovations ex- 
plain in part why the Van- 
guard scientists ran into so 
many difficulties in their 
pioneer work. 


The Army missile team, 
using a less complex device to 
launch Explorer, had an easier 
time of it. However, Wernher 
von Braun, head of the Army 
team, has acknowledged the 
Vanguard to be a large tech- 
nical advance over the Army’s 
Redstone. 

Will Vanguards become more 
and more efficient as time goes 
on? 

Kurt R. Stehling, head of the 
Vanguard propulsion group, 
doesn’t think so. The combus- 
tion efficiency of the three new 
rocket motors is, he says, “near 
the limit of the theoretically 
possible.” 

He refers, however, to only 
one kind of power—chemical 
power. Now that Vanguard is 
a success, scientists will con- 
centrate on obtaining more 
thrust, and for this they may 
turn to another source of power 
—nuclear energy. 

Recently a study contract 
was awarded the Rocketdyne 
division of North American 
Aviation Co. to explore the 
feasibility of a nuclear pow- 
ered rocket. 


If at this moment we have 
satellites orbiting the earth, 
if we have the power neces- 
sary to launch intermediate 
ballistic missiles, is it not 
possible the next develop- 
mént will be atomic rockets? 
M people think so. Such 
a development, moreover, 
would permit large manned 
payloads to be put into outer 
space. 


Before this habpens, of 
course, difficulties of great 
complexity must be overcome. 
New materials, for example, 
must be developed which will 
withstand high temperatures. 
New methods must be used to 
limit the amount of radioactiv- 
ity emitted by the power- 
source. 

Nevertheless, with full-scale 
research into nuclear powered 
rockets, we can say the Space 
Age has truly dawned.

With Arrest of ‘Dealer’ Fredrich Kohn, 


Authorities Think They Have Apprehended 
’ Key Figure In Gang of European Swindlers 


The following story on art 
swindles in Europe was ob- 
tained by International News 
Service at the request of the 
Post-Dispatch, after the ar- 
rest of two leading figures 
in the latest swindle.

DORTMUND, Germany, 
March 22 (INS) 


ON A GRAY WINTER DAY 
last December, a black, mud- 
spattered Mercedes with a 
French license plate rolled 
across the cobblestone streets 
of the picturesque town of 
Iserlohn. 


> The car stopped in front of 
a modernistic building, and two 
men alighted. A distinguished- 
looking man in a gray flannel 
coat hurried through the driz- 
zle into the building. He was 
followed by a broad-shoul- 
dered younger man who car- 
ried a carefully-wrapped pack- 
age. 

Less than an hour later, 
three men left the hotise: the 
elegant visitor and his husky 
friend wore handcuffs. 


Next morning the papers 
carried a brief police item an- 
nouncing the arrest of “art 
dealer” Friedrich Kohn, and 
his’ friend Emanual Pimental. 
It said the pair, strongly sus- 
pected of a major art swindle, 
had tried to cheat a local citi- 
zen who became suspicious and 
alerted the police. 


This seemingly routine an- 
nouncement touched off flur- 
ries of excitement and fear 
among international art ex- 
perts, antique dealers and art 
swindlers. 


It also caused some deep 
breaths of relief in the homes 
of many German aristocrats 
and industrialists, for they 
knew that “The Spider” was 
rendered innocuous. 


Dr. Friedrich Kohn, 60, 
known to the international po- 
lice organization (Interpol) as 
the “art spider” is believed to 
be the key figure of an inter- 
national gang of painting 
swindlers that has been haunt- 
ing the dreams of many indus- 
trial barons in west Germany 
and elsewhere for the past six 
years. 


Operating from his plush 
Paris apartment or from such 
luxurious hotels as Duessel- 
dorf’s Breidenbacher Hof and 
Frankfurt’s Savoy, Kohn is 
alleged to have directed the 
activities of an international 
gang that relieved its vic- 
tims of at least $1,000,000. 


Police hinted that the list 
of persons entangled into 
Kohn's web of swindle reads 
like a “Who's Who” of Ger- 
many’s new postwar wealth. 


“There are many indications 
that the number of victims is 
much greater and that the gang

Why Do 
Some Win 
Big Fame?

NEW YORK, 
March 22 (AP). 

WHAT MAKES one man fa- 
mous and another unknown? 

Is there any single key to 
renown? 

How do celebrities differ 
from ordinary people? And 
are they any better or worse? 

Over the last 14 years these 
questions have interested me 
for two reasons. 


1. I have found from writing 
a human interest column that 
most readers are interested in 
celebrities and sincerely won- 
der how they differ from the 
neighbor next door. 


2. After interviewing almost 
1000 celebrities—from a lonely 
prisoner waiting to be hanged 
to a lonely general waiting for 
the combat chance to win a fi- 


nal star — I came to wonder 
myself how they were differ- 
ent why they were 
different. 


Do they have anything in 
common .. . these people who 
stick out from the crowd for 
one reason or another, who 
stand for an hour_or a day or & 
lifetime in the spotlight? 

Here are a few tentative con- 
clusions I reached: 


The great single difference 
between most celebrities and 
most non-celebrities is less 
a matter of talent than con- 
centration. 


THE POWER of concen- 
trated and durable attention 
to a fixed goal is, by my ob- 
servation, the singlest and 
surest avenue to fame and rec- 
ognition. The glow around a 
steady sweat will shine longer 
and farther than the broken 
gleam from a sporadic bril- 
liance. Most celebrities, wheth- 
er they are flagpole sitters, 
movie stars or bankers, bend 
their wits more to the purpose 
at hand than the ordinary citi- 
zen. 


When most successful people 
say “My hobby is my work,” 
they aren't lying. 


To the ordinary man work 
is a way to earn a living. 
To most celebrities—certain- 
ly those who last—their work 
is their very life. 


WHETHER FAMOUS and 
successful men have more fun 
out of life than the average 
man is hard to say. Some do, 
some don't. 


I have met some very fa- 
mous folk who were so tied 
up by nervousness they looked 
more like pretzels than people. 
On the other hand, I have 
known many more people just 
as knotted whose names weren't 
known in the next block. 

Winston Churchill, a superb 
craftsman in many fields, 
seems to have more gusto than 
the average carpenter. But I 
have known hired hands who 
met life with the same aplomb. 
Fame is no guarantee of happi- 
ness—no more than is mother- 
hood. 


Celebrities differ in some 
ways occupationally. Show 
world celebrities, for exam- 
ple, are notorious hypochon- 
driacs and realize their 
health is their greatest capi- 
tal asset. Industrial execu- 
tives, however, still are 
spendthrift of this greatest 
of natural resources. 


FAMOUS DOCTORS (well, 
almost all doctors) tend to be 
bossy. . . Noted stockbrokers 
often are arrogant... . Great 
singers tend to believe the 
world has no echo except from 
their own larynx. Most 
movie stars are as jealous as 
wives . Most outstanding 
bankers are convinced they 
could run the country better 
than the politicians. .. . Most 
statesmen are convinced it 
would be a better world if they 
didn't have to stand for re- 
election. 

It is quite common for celeb- 
rities to admit loneliness, but 
to them work is a greater ref- 
uge than it is for perhaps you 
or me. It is also a greater 
consolation. 

One thing that impresses me 
most about a celebrity is this: 
If you ask him what he is 
looking for most in this world, 
he will sometimes answer— 
“myself.”

later were among the experiences of Dick Jennings this 


past year.

, But there’s no inoculation against frostbite. 


Jennings always carries 
his passport with him be- 
cause he never knows 
when he'll be assigned to 
cover foreign stories on 
short notice. Last year 
he traveled 60,000 miles, 
“which secms to bear out 
the “Monitor” slogan of 
“going places and doing 
things.” 

After getting last-min- 
ute inoculations prior to 
two hurried trips to Eu- 
rope, Jennings requested 
the NBC Medical Depart- 
ment to give him shots 
which would safeguard 
his health regardless of 
where he went. He got 
the “works”—inoculations 
against smallpox, cholera, 
typhoid, paratyphoid, 
typhus, tetanus and yel- 
low fever. 

Jennings 


wished there had been when he left for the South Pole 
on 36 hours’ notice to cover the first flight of a com- 
mercial airliner to the Antarctic. By way of San Francisco, 
Honolulu, Canton Island, the Fijis, and Christchurch, New 

aland, Jennings arrived at McMurdo Sound, 730 miles 


from the South Pole. 


ONE OF HIS main problems in the Antarctic was to 
prevent his tape recorder from freezing. A few minutes 


in 65-degrees-below-zero weather made it inoperable. 


He 


solved the problem by “dressing” the recorder in woolen 
underwear whenever he had to use it outdoors.

offered the village’s hospitality for as long as he wanted 


to stay, but declined—too much sunburn.

turn to NBC’s Radio Central in New York. 

But it wasn’t long before he got a phone call from

T 6:30 A.M. ON THE OPENING DAY of Missouri's 1958 
trout season it was dark and the temperature hovered 
around freezing. But more than 300 fishermen lined 

the banks or stood in the waters of Maramec Spring Branch, 
impatient to try their luck at the state’s newest managed 
trout stream. 

As the starting siren sounded, poised fly rods went into 
action. Before the siren’s drone came to an end a 5t. 
Louisan had pulled out a legal-size rainbow trout. In less 
than an hour a number of wading casters had the daily 
limit of five trout in their creels. And by the evening time at 
which fishing officially ceases in state trout areas, 602 per- 
sons had paid the $1 daily fee to fish at Maramec Spring 
Branch. 

The new trout preserve is located in Maramec Spring 
Park which lies along State Highway 8 about six miles 
southeast of St. James, in Phelps County. The trout stream 
arises in Maramec Spring, which has an average daily 
flow of 96,000,000 gallons of water, and winds for less 
than a mile to its confluence with the Meramec River. (The 
river and the spring are spelled differently.) 

Near the confluence are remains of the historic Mar- 
amec Iron Works—the first iron furnace in Missouri— 
founded 129 years ago by Thomas James, an Ohio banker 
and merchant. James’ great-granddaughter, Lucy Wor- 
tham James, left the park property, upon her death in 1938, 
to the James Foundation of New York. For the past 15 
years the Missouri Conservation Commission, under an 
agreement with the foundation, has semi-annually planted 
creel -size trout in the stream. 

Maramec Spring Branch is 90 miles from St. Louis, the 
closest of the state's four trout areas to the city. The others

EAN LOOKS have been converted into 
fat rewards in the high fashion photog- 
raphy model business. It is estimated 

that the eight leading New York City model 
agencies grossed more than $5,000,000 last 
= One of the most successful is the 
ord agency, owned and operated by Jerry 
Ford say oh wife, Eileen. About two- 
thirds of the tall, gaunt, haughty looking 
young women who regularly appear in 
fashion magazines, in both advertisements 
and editorial photographs, are Ford models. 
The Fords’ roster of 75 models includes 
more “name” high fashion models than 
that of any other agency. They represent 
two of the best known and biggest money 
makers, Jean Patchett and S Parker. 
Last year—10 years after the Fords opened 
their agency—they billed more than $1,- 
500,000 in model fees. 
The Fords got into the business some- 
what by accident. When Jerry was dis- 
charged from the Navy in 1946 after 18 


‘months duty in the Pacific, he was uncer- 


tain whether to go back to the University of 
Nctre Dame or become a professional foot- 
ball player. But he decided to do neither, 
went to work as bill collector for his father- 
in-low's credit agency in New York. 
Later that year, Eileen, who had been 
a part - time Conover model before her mar- 
riage, took on the job of answering tele- 
phone calls and sending out bills for two 
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model friends. She did such an efficient 
job that the models told other models. 
Within a few months she was doing similar 
secretarial work for eight girls, each of 
whom paid her $65 a month. 

By the fall of 1947, the Fords decided 
to open an agency in New York. They 
started in a small, third-floor walkup of- 
fice with a card table, five telephones, and 
their booking charts on the floor. What 
they offered was dependable, intelligent 
ma | personal service. They kept the mod- 
els’ bookings straight, sent out bills on time 
and paid the models every Friday whether 
the client had already paid or not. 

Then, as now, they took 10 per cent 
of the models’ fees as commission. By the 
end of their first year, the Fords had grossed 
$250,000, were on their way to the top of 
the model agency business. 

Ford, who was born in New Orleans 
in 1924, once had a family connection with 
St. Louis. His father, a railroad freight 
agent, moved the family to St.. Louis in 
1939. But Jerry remained with an aunt in 
New Orleans to finish high school, make 
the All-Prep football team and win a 
scholarship to Notre Dame. However, 
summers and holidays he spent in St. 
Louis with his parents, four brothers and a 
sister; the family moved away in 1946. 
One of his older brothers, John, lives in 
Chesterfield, Missouri.

N THE ARMY OF VOLUNTEERS who make possible many of the 
services of the St. Louis Red Cross Chapter, there is one group that 
donates professional skills as well as time. The group is composed 

of 245 registered nurses who have met the requirements for designation 
as enrolled Red Cross nurses. 

They help in the blood donor program, act as instructors in various 
free training courses, serve in numerous other specialized jobs. With- 
out the volunteer nurses, the Red Cross would have to curtail greatly— 
if not abandon—such activities as the blood collections and courses in 
mother-and-baby care, and in care of sick and injured. Because of 
the nature of material covered in these classes, it is necessary to have 
professionally qualified persons as teachers. 

Beyond their work in the day-to-day programs of the Red Cross, 
the nurses are available for disaster work. Besides the 245 year- 
round volunteers, there are 55 signed up for disaster assignment only 
—making a total of 300 listed.for such service. During the Meramec 
River floods last year, 43 of the nurses worked in the three emergency 
shelters set up by the Red Cross. 

Like many of their fellow volunteers, the nurses often go to Red

HE WORLD PREMIERE of the movie “St. Louis Blues,” 

a dramatized story of W. C. Handy’s early years as a 

struggling composer of jazz music, will be held here 
on April 10. While the film bears the title of Handy’s 
best known composition, the film version of its genesis is 
at variance with Handy’s own account of how his famous 
song came about. 

In his autobiography, “Father of the Blues,” Handy, a 
native Alabaman, tells of visiting St. Louis for a time in 
1893 after finishing an engagement at the Chicago 
World's Fair that year. In Memphis, where he settled, 
Handy was sitting at his piano one evening in 1914. He 
fell to thinking about the hardships he had endured dur- 
ing his brief St. Louis stay almost 20 years before. He 
also recalled the good times and the exciting ragtime 
piano music he had heard there. Inspired, he turned out 
a song that same evening. The song, ‘St. Louis Blues,” 
was dedicated to Russell Gardner, a free-spending St. 
Louisan who was an admirer of a previous Handy 
composition. 

Besides “St. Louis Blues” many other Handy songs 
are featured in the movie, including “Beale Street Blues,” 
“Careless Love,” “Aunt Hagar’s Blues,” “Yellow Dog 
Blues” and “Chantez Le Bas.” 

Handy, now 84 years old, totally blind and confined 
to a wheel chair because of a heart condition, has ex- 
pressed hopes of being here for the premiere. Nat Cole 
and Pearl Bailey of the cast also plan to be present.

NEW YORK, March 22. 


I bev HAVE been two turning points in the career of Donald Gray, British tele- 
vision and motion picture star, that almost, but not quite, changed his whole life. 


One—had it not been potentially dan- 
gerous, was wryly amusing. The other 
@ personal disaster, almost cost him his 
career. 


A few years ago when Gray, then a 
British Broadcasting Company television 
celebrity, blew a kiss to his English fe- 
male fandom, he got into trouble. The 
staid B.B.C. gave him his walking papers. 
“Too controversial,” proclaimed the net- 
work because jealous husbands had com- 
plained that the suave actor was filching 
the affection of their wives.

A boy on 
the Hudson 


by JOHN L. COLLYER 


In the village where I spent summers as a youngster, 
Chelsea-on-Hudson, N. Y., my pals and I spent our 
days swimming, sailing and rowing. One boy seemed 
to enjoy the Hudson even more than the others, and by 
the time he was 12 he was an experienced sailor. Also 
when he was 12 a critical illness struck. “It's his ap- 
pendix,” the doctor said. “It’s burst.” 

The boy's life hung by a slender thread. Then, 
amazingly, he rallied. But for months he had to stay 
in bed. Finally he could walk about slowly, though it 
seemed he must spend his life as an invalid. 

One morning he made his way down to the Hudson 
and his skiff He paddled around for a few minutes. 
The next day he stayed out a little longer. Gradually, 
by much effort, he increased his distance and speed. 
‘When the “invalid” later went to Cornell, he stroked 
the varsity crew, then became its captain and, in his 
senior year, head coach of Cornell crews. 

During my business career, as I've faced situations

which looked hopeless, I've often thought of that boy 
who refused to give up. Once, for instance, my work 
for another firm took me to trouble spots where | 
saw Hitler and the Japs preparing for war. As I knew 
America could be cut off from its rubber supplies, | 
urged our Government to finance a giant synthetic- 
rubber program developed by the company. 

Since my words fell on deaf ears, I often was 
tempted to drop my argument. And then I would think 
of the boy on the river and determine to persevere. 
Finally, before Pearl Harbor, Uncle Sam did adopt 
such a program — and it helped win the war. 

Many other times I have been told something was 
“impossible.” But the boy rowing on the river showed 
me that nothing is impossible if you work for it hard 
enough. Yet it has taken me almost 50 years to fully 
accept this truth which should have been so obvious 
to me long, long ago.

Do they tell the truth about it? 


A new Parade survey offers answers 


for every wife—and husband 


Would you marry 


your wife again?

wo ouT oF every four husbands in the U.S. 
would marry their wives again. One out of five 
would not. And one out of four isn’t sure. 

Such, at least, are the figures revealed by a new 
PARADE survey of 1,355 American husbands. These 
men live in cities coast to coast —- New York, Chicago, 
Ft. Worth, St. Petersburg, Oakland and others. The 
majority believe that: 

1) They chose their mates wisely. 

2) Over the years their partners have developed 
into good, loyal, companionable wives and mothers. 

3) They would not give up their present wives for 
others, even if they could. 

Typical of the favorable reaction by husbands in- 
terviewed are these quotations: “I might've married a 
prettier or wealthier girl, but I'm satisfied with what 
I've got”... “My wife's as good or better than any- 
thing you can find in today’s market” . . . “If I had to 
do it all over again, I'd still pick my Elsie. Sure, she 
snores, but she’s good in a pinch, and that’s when a 
wife counts most.” 

In contrast, men who aren't sure of whether they'd 
like to start over said things like these: “The other 
fella’s grass always looks greener until you stand on it 
and look back on your own. Then your own’s not so 
bad”... “My wife and I have had a lot of pleasure 
and a lot of pain. Who knows which way I'd jump? 
I'm inclined to believe I'd make the same mistakes 
even with a new wife”... “I'd marry my wife again 
if she kept her good habits and lost her bad.” 

Of those who said they would not marry their wives 
again, the most frequent reasons were money prob- 
lems and general disillusionment with marriage. For 


example: “My wife judges success on how much 
money I earn” .. . “There just isn’t enough money to 
pay for the house, the car, the TV, the deep-freeze and 
the insurance. This brings on tensions and quarrels” 
... If 1 can show my wife a good time and provide 
her with a few luxuries, I’m a great guy. If not, I’m a 
jerk.” 

“If a wife will stick by you in bad times as well as 
good,” one Tulsa husband told parape, “that’s the 
acid test. When I lost my job a few years ago, my 
woman went to work to help out. She also raised the 
children and kept the house. Never griped about it, 
either. I knew back then that I had sure picked me a 
good one.” 

Other laudable wifely traits, say the polled hus- 
bands, are intelligence, warmth, versatility, energy 
and womanliness. | 


“American Wives Are Best” 


“You read a lot nowadays,” a Chicago advertising 
executive pointed out, “of all the foreign girls our GI's 
are marrying. The Japanese bride is supposed to be 
very humble, the French very sexy, the German very 
domestic. The plain truth is that most of these girls 
are being married because our GI's overseas are young 
and can’t wait to marry an American girl. 

“I don’t care what anyone says, American girls 
make the best wives for American men. They're brainy 
and adjustable and that's what we need. Just look at 
all the things my wife can do. She can cook, model, 
type, drive the car, play golf, tennis, swim, raise chil- 
dren, play the piano, entertain my boss, garden, run 
the local PTA — and make a home for me anywhere.

Oddly enough, only a handful of the husbands in- 
terviewed by PARADE offered love as a reason for mar- 
rying their wives again — or even mentioned the word 
in conversation. The survey shows that, no matter how 
deeply he feels about his wife, the average American 
husband tends to talk about her cynically to other 
men. . 

Take this interviewer's experience at an Oklahoma 
filling station. Two attendants came out; while they 
were servicing my car, I asked whether they were 
married. Both said they were — one for five years, the

matter how he feels about it in private, to bemoan his 
marital fate in public. From his conversation, it often 
is impossible to tell how much a husband really cher- 
ishes his wife. Usually this is a great deal. 

According to Dr. Paul Popenoe of the Institute of 
Family Relations, the explanation for this attitude is 
simple. 

“It's always been the custom of the American hus- 
band,” Popenoe says, “to be cynical about his wife and 
marriage. As a rule American men are embarrassed to 
profess love or to show tenderness. This is probably 
our Puritan and frontier heritage. 

“As little boys when we cuddle up to mother, we’Te 
told, ‘Come now — be a big boy. Act like a man.’ Any 


How the survey was made 


In a nation of some 60 million husbands, 
Parade’s poll of 1,355 admittedly is not an ade- 
quate scientific sampling. Nonetheless, experts 
say it does indicate the current attitude of 
American men toward their wives. 

The survey took 14 months. Each respondent 
received a questionnaire asking how long he had 
been married; whether he would marry his wife 
again — and why. Almost 300 men also were 
interviewed personally. Results were tabulated 
on IBM computing machines (above). Final 
figures showed that 736 men (54 per cent) 
would marry again; 264 (20 per cent) would 
not; 355 (26 per cent) were undecided. 

The men interviewed admired these quali- 
ties most in their wives: loyalty, intelligence, 
physical attractiveness, industry, a sense of 
humor. They indicated they disliked these 
qualities most: materialism, bossism, frigid- 
ity, driving ambition, argumentativeness. 


overt demonstration of love or sentiment is frowned 
upon. In Europe, the French and Italians will gush 
over their wives. They'll stop and make love or kiss 
each other passionately on a street corner. We don't 
do that in this country. Here we equate sentiment with 
softness, which is why an American will tell you one 
thing about his marriage, then put an altogether dif- 
ferent thing down on paper.” 

Dr. Donald R. Cressey, chairman of the Department 
of Sociology at the University of California (Los 
Angeles), agrees with Dr. Popenoe. “It’s part of the 
existing male conspiracy,” he explains, “to denounce 
wives, to accuse them regularly of bringing their hus- 
bands to the brink of ruin. You see examples of it in 
the comic strips all the time — the husband and his 
cronies thinking up ways of escaping from the irate 
wife. Actually most American men love their wives 
intensely. It’s just that our inhibited American culture 
makes no provision for the habitual demonstration in 
public of husbandly tenderness. 

“The trouble with most polls on marriage is that 
husbands and wives will rarely speak their hearts. 
They say one thing and mean another.” 

PARADE certainly found Dr. Cressey’s last state- 
ment true in many cases of husbands who would marry 
their wives again. It did not prove out, however, with 
husbands who would not marry their wives again. 
These disillusioned men, it seemed, spoke from the 
heart. And they explained their feelings by criticizing 
two wifely traits: bossism and materialism.

“The reason I wouldn’t marry my wife again,” an 
Oakland husband said, “is that she’s constantly driving 
me to earn more money, She won't say it out and out, 
but she féels that money means happiness.” 

In St. Petersburg, Fla., another husband told 
PARADE, “A terrible thing is happening to the Ameri- 
can way of life. The women are taking over every- 
where — in the home, at the polls, even in business. 
This undermines my status as husband, voter, bread- 
winner. 

“The policy now is to pay lip-service to Father, but 
it’s really Mother who calls the plays. The trouble is 
that my son is growing up to believe Mother is the 
major family force. When he gets married he'll prob- 
ably let his wife make all the big decisions, too. 

“I've tried to put a stop to my wife running things 
in the family, but she accuses me of being an obstruc- 
tionist or a dictator. It usually ends in a quarrel, so now 
I’ve just resigned and let her run the show. If I were to 
get married again, I'd sure marry a humble girl who 
wanted to be dominated instead of dominating.” 

Other husbands said they were disillusioned in mar- 
riage because they thought money, not love, had be- 
come the basis of a successful union. They blamed 
their wives for their unhappiness, and generally de- 
clinéd to admit to any shortcomings of their own. 

Marriage authorities point out that most of the 
“reasons” offered by such disgruntled husbands are 
symptoms rather than causes. “Although many men 
claim that money and wife domination are the leading 
causes for divorce,” says Dr. Popenoe, “I don’t think 
that’s true. Most deep analytical surveys reveal that 
divorce is caused by marriage partners who are emo- 
tionally immature. A man who is mature enough to 
have developed his critical faculties usually picks the 
right girl to marry. 

“Fortunately, as your PARADE poll shows, most of 
the husbands in America today are well-adjusted and 
mature adults. Insofar as wives are concerned, they 
know a good thing when they have one.” e

LONG BEACH, CALIF. 
When I was a young man of 26, I threw 
a javelin over 248 feet. At the time, 
June, 1947, it was a national record. 

I retired from sports in 1952. But 
last year, at 36, I came back to throw 
a javelin exactly the same distance as | 
had 10 years before — 248'10” — 
and be ranked among the country’s top 
three javelin men. This June I will com- 
pete for the title I held a decade ago, 
U.S. champion. I’m’ 37 now—but I’m 
not planning to lose. 

It took me only eight months to get 
into championship form. In that time | 
shed 30 excess pounds and 7 inches 
around my middle. My experience con- 
vinced me that: 

e No man or woman is automatically 
washed up in sports at any age — 30, 
40, 50 or even older. 

e You do put yourself in danger of be- 
ing washed up when, through abuse or 
neglect, you let your body grow old pre- 
maturely. 

Two things stirred my interest in 
premature aging. First, as a doctor — 
an osteopathic physician and surgeon, 
specializing in the treatment of alco- 
holics —1 long had been aware that 
alcoholics usually look 10 to 15 years 
older than they really are. 

Second, I realized during the sum- 
mer of 1956 that | had aged prema- 
turely. In just. four years I had bal- 
looned from 190 to 225 Ibs. My waist 
had thickened from 33” to 42”. At work 
I was chronically tired. Only 35, | 
looked and felt five years older. 

1 was working close to 100 hours a 


The author tells how you can outwit ‘early old age’ 


week — despite the fact that my father 
had died of a heart attack in his 40s 
and -that every day I saw obituaries of 
other doctors, dead in their early 50s. 
Suddenly an awful truth dawned on 
me. Working at such a pace — and 
with a body years older than it should 
be — I too could be heading for an 
early death. I might have only 10 years 
to live. 

It was then I began to wonder 
whether physical exercise could peel 
off the extra years of premature aging 
and make people like me look and feel 
our true ages. 

In June, 1956, while pondering 
these things, I attended a track meet at 
Compton, Calif. Talking to retired 
athletes, I was struck by how many said 
they thought they could still compete. 

Musial and Williams 

Why not? | asked myself. Oh, there's 
the unwritten sports law that you're an 
old man after 30. But Sugar Ray Rob- 
inson had defied the law, coming back 


_after years in retirement to win the 


middleweight boxing championship. 
And look at Ted Williams and Stan 
Musial; both won batting champion- 
ships when they were over 36. 

By November, 1956, I had decided 
to conduct a test — with myself as 
guinea pig. I had two aims: 1) to find 
out if we really are too old for strenu- 
ous athletics after 35, and 2) to de- 
termine whether physical exercise 
could strip off the extra years of pre- 
mature aging. 

1 joined a gym here in Long Beach 
and, working only with bar bells and 
other weights, I began exercising a 
couple of hours, twice a week. Gradu- 


First, get your family doctor's advice on what you can 
and cannot do in the way of exercise. Then: 

¢ Join a gymnasium or recreational center and try to 
visit it at least onee a week. 

e Exercise every morning. Two suggestions: 1 ) 
Stretch out your hands like wings, drop them to your 
sides, pick them up and drop them. Do that 10 times. 
2) Pull your arms close to your chest and clench your 
fists. Take a deep breath and strike out with both fists 
as hard as you can. Pull back with the same force, let- 
ting out your breath. (For other good exercises, ask 
any doctor or physical-education instructor. ) 

@ Make up a list of sports you once were interested in, 
then look around your community and find where 


you can engage in those still pragtical for you. 

© Go to the nearest track every few weeks. Run hard 
for 10 seconds, walk for 10 seconds, then sprint again. 
When you're tired, walk off — but note the point on 
the track where you stopped. When you go back again, 
make sure you pass that point. 

e Keep down your weight. If you need to, diet: juice, 
bran flakes and coffee in the morning; a salad at lunch; 
fruit —— all you want —- for nibbling; meat and vege- 
tables in the evening. And exercise to help the diet. 

© Don't let people kid you into stopping. To some 
Americans, it’s perfectly sane to stop exercising after 
25, sit in a grandstand to watch “young fellows” play 
— and grow old early. It that really sanity?

ally I took on heftier weights, stepped 
up the pace to three times a week. 

Progress at first was painfully slow. 
I'd pick up a weight that felt like 100 
lbs. and find out it was only 50. I'd 
think I was really progressing, then 
discover I couldn’t do what I'd been 
able to do a few days before. And when 
I tried running, I quickly found I would 
never regain my former speed. 

But gradually my strength and stam- 
ina increased. By February I was han- 
dling 500 Ibs. in dead weights. I could 
do deep knee bends with 400 Ibs. on 
my shoulders. I ran 8 miles through the 
Pacific surf with the water never below 
my knees. I raced 6 miles on the sand 
in less than 36 minutes. 

Never before had I realized the close 
tie-in between physical health and men- 
tal sharpness. As my body got stronger, 
I found I could treat more patients, get 
a lot more things done. I took on more 
responsibilities at my sanitarium. I felt 
a growing sense of leadership. 

I gave little thought to a comeback 
in competitive athletics. But one day, 
while working out with the Striders, a 
Los Angeles track club, I picked up a 
javelin and — just for the devil of it 
— let it fly. 

It landed 210’ away, only 38’ short 
of my best throw 10 years before. 

I joined the Striders. In our first 
meet I again threw the javelin 210’. 

I didn’t practice with the javelin at 
all, sticking to the weights. But the 
next time I threw I hit 216’... then 
217’... then 220’... then 224’... 
then 231’... then 236’. 


Veteran vs. Youngsters 


And then I decided to face.the big 
boys, the young fellows I had watched 
compete at Compton the year before. 
In May, at a meet in the same town, I 
topped America’s best throwers, Phil 
Conley (who was 24) and Bud Held 
(28) with a heave of 233’. 

I was at the top of the world when 
we flew to Dayton, Ohio, in June for 
the national AAU championships. | 
was at the bottom when I left after 
midnight on a Saturday morning, hav- 
ing done no better than 215’ and fin- 
ishing badly beaten. 

I was discouraged. Had my experi- 
ment been a total bust? There was one 
way to find out —- compete again, at 
once. How? Fly all night, land in Los 
Angeles that same afternoon, drive 
straight to the field where the Long

Beach State College Invitational meet 
already was underway — and throw. 

My first effort hit 220’. The next 
was 235’, then 238’, then 239’, then 
240’. On my final toss I put all eight 
months of work behind it. 

The javelin landed 248'10” away, 
matching exactly my record-breaking 
throw of just 10 years before. 

What does this comeback mean to 
you? Should you start lifting 200-lb. 
weights? Run miles? Fling javelins? 

Of course not. But this I do say: I 
proved I could throw a javelin as far 
today as I could in my so-called “prime” 
10 years ago. For any able-bodied per- 
son under 70, this means: 

e If you could swim 200 yards 10 
years ago, you can do it now. 

e If you could play three sets of ten- 
nis 10 years ago, you can do it now. 

e If you could dance for a half hour 
10 years ago, you can do it now. 

e If you could bowl twice a week 10 
years ago, you can do it now. 

e If you were 30 lbs. lighter and 6” 
slimmer around the waist 10 years ago, 
you can be that weight and size now. 

It won't happen overnight, of course. 
But neither will you have to work as in- 
tensively as I did, for | was working to 
get into championship shape. 

You'll be well rewarded. You'll grow 
old step by step with Father Time. not 
years and years ahead of him. In the 
box on the opposite page I have listed 
some tips on how you can make your 
own comeback against premature old 
age. Give them a try — they may be 
worth your life. ®

A two-step cheese souffle

Now that spring officially has breezed in, let's cele- 
brate with a spring-like dish — fluffy golden cheese 
soufflé. Inexperienced cooks often shy away from 
soufflés because they're “too difficult to attempt.” 
On the contrary! — if simple directions are care- 
fully followed, anyone can fix a soufflé that rises to 
airy heights (photo above ). 

Today's recipe for Cheese Soufflé —- and a vari- 
ation, Vegetable Soufflé —— is both easy and time- 
saving. Done in two easy steps, it cuts dishwashing 
to a minimum. Begin the meal with tomato juice. 
With the soufflé, serve asparagus combined with 
cooked carrot sticks topped with hot mayonnaise. 
For dessert, try hot rhubarb cobbler. 


TWO-STEP CHEESE 


cups evaporated milk %4 

tablespoons flour 

teaspoon salt YY 

teaspoon dry mustard 

teaspoon monosodium 4 

glutamate 
Pour evaporated milk into top of double boiler. Add 
flour, salt, dry mustard, monosodium glutamate and 
pepper sauce; beat with rotary beater until smooth. 
Place over boiling water and beat until slightly thick- 
ened, about 5 minutes. Slice cheese into milk mixture 
and stir occasionally with rotary beater until cheese 
has melted and mixture is thickened, about 10 minutes. 
Beat-until smooth. Remove from heat, Add egg yolks,

EDITOR’S NOTE: April 3 marks the 
76th anniversary of the death of Jesse 
James, notorious bank robber of the Old 
West. Shot down by Robert Ford, a mem- 
ber of his own band, James soon became 
a legendary figure. Today the legend still 
is growing, and the facts sometimes are 
obscured. Here, for the first time, author 
Homer Croy.( who wrote Jesse James Was 
My Neighbor and Last of the Great Out- 
laws ) offers facts about the woman behind 
James — his mother. 


What an amazing woman Jesse James’ 
mother was! I used to go to her house, and 
there she was — 6 feet tall, people said. 

She had only one arm. That added im- 
measurably to the wonder and mystery of 
her, as I knew her as a boy. Her right arm 
had been blown off by sneaking Pinkerton 
detectives. That’s what we called ‘em... 
In some strange way, she was sensitive 
about her arm and used to stand with it 


- turned away so people could not see the 


stump. 
She had courage. When the detectives 
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crept up and threw the black-powder bomb 
into her house, she darted out the door 
and there they were — 10 detectives 
squatting in the yard, this January morn- 
ing at dawn. She shook what was left of 
her arm at them and defied them with 
words you won't find in your Sunday 
School lessons. 

She started back into the house — and 
stumbled over the body of her son Archie, 
killed by the detectives. He was 9 years 
old. The amazing woman Went back into 
the yard and once more defied the detec- 
tives, again waving that stump. That 
strange, fiery woman had qualities that 
we have to admire. | 

I think’ she was about the first college 
graduate | ever saw (except some of my 
teachers ). She had gone to a Roman Cath- 
olic convent in Lexington, Ky. Her gradu- 
ation diploma hangs on the wall of her 
old home today and there you can see it, 
if you amble by. Her name was Zerelda E. 
Cole. 

There was a young fellow named Robert 
James going to Georgetown College in 
Georgetown, Ky. He met the saucy young 
college girl. You know what happened. 


But getting married wasn’t quite the 
matter it might seem. She was 16 and an 
orphan. So she had a guardian who looked 
the young, would-be preacher over and 
said, “You may not be able to support her. 
You've got to put up a bond of 50 pounds 
of tobacco before I'll let you marry her.” 

The boy dusted around and got the to- 
bacco. So she was called “the tobacco 
bride.” 


Uncie’s Name Lived On 


The guardian was her uncle, Jesse Cole. 
When a blue-eyed baby came along, she 
named him Jesse for her uncle. That’s how 
the Jesse name got in. 

The family was living in Missouri and 
Jesse’s father was preaching right and left. 
He helped start a college which is going 
today —- William Jewell College. There’s 
a charter hanging on the wall and there’s 
Jesse’s Dad's name as big as life. Seems 
odd, doesn’t it, that Jesse’s father would 
help start a religious college? 

And there you have it: Jesse’s father a 
preacher, his mother a college graduate. 

“Aunt Zerel” had an almost square face, 
high cheekbones, blue eyes and a temper 
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Tall and fiery, she loved her ‘misunderstood’ son. 
Here is an unusual portrait of an unusual woman 


that would fry an egg. And that’s exactly 
what Jesse had. 

She was in a Yankee neighborhood and 
kept shouting for the South. One day some 
Union soldiers rode up to the house and 
asked for Jesse, who was then 15. He was 
in the field plowing. The men went out 
where he was and beat him with a rope 
till the blood ran down his back. 

His mother came running, flew into 
the soldiers and gave them a tongue-lash- 
ing that shook the daisies. She was so 
mad, so bitter — this mother fighting for 
her son —that thé soldiers threw her 
into jail for two weeks. Jesse was never in 
jail a day in his life. What a contrast! 

She began to fight for her children. 
They were misunderstood. She was like a 
character out of the Bible, this strange 
woman fighting for her errant sons. 


Almost a Preacher 


She wanted Jesse to be a preacher, like 
his father. And Jess (she always called 
him “Jess”) was minded that way. He 
liked to sing hymns. Once, for a short 
time, in Callaway County, he taught sing- 
ing school. He carried a tuning-fork in his 
pocket. He’d sound it and the singers 
would raise the roof. 

At the close of the Civil War, Jesse was 
on the way to a schoolhouse to surrender, 
when some Union soldiers saw him and 
shot him through the lungs. This shows 
how deep the bitterness between the North 
and South was at this time in our section. 
He was nursed back to health by a cousin, 
whom he later married. 

Aunt Zerel said that her two sons - 
Jess and “Buck,” as she called Frank - 
were victims of the Civil War. And that 
is, I think, true. They came from the hot- 
test corner in that useless war between the 
North ‘and South — Clay County, Mo. 

_ There came into her life a great, an al- 
most overwhelming disappointment. Jesse 
turned bank robber. But that did not make 
her stop defending him. He wouldn't have 
been a bank robber, she said, if he hadn't 
been starving and the banks rolling in 
money. At this time the banks were un- 
regulated and could charge a farmer any 
old amount of interest they wanted. 

When he began to rob railroads, she 
had an excuse for that, too. The railroads 
were unregulated, she said, and could 
charge a farmer any amount they wanted 
to for shipping his livestock. And that was 
just about true. 

Our people didn’t try too hard to catch 
Jesse. When Jesse and his men robbed a 
bank, my father and the neighbors would 
get out their fowling-pieces, hop on the fat 


farm horses and “pursue” Jesse. They 
knew that the Jesse James Gang had the 
best horses obtainable and that the men 
were dead shots. So Pa and the neighbors 
loped gently along, hoping they wouldn't 
see the gang. 

It wasn’t long until there was a reward 
of $10,000 on Jesse’s head, dead or alive 
— preferably the former. His mother was 
astounded. 

Then came the day when Jesse was 
killed by a snake who had been living in 
Jesse’s home for two weeks just waiting for 
the chance. | 

The mother was sent for. When she 
saw the body, she wept copiously, saving, 
“This is my son, O Jesse, they have taken 
you from me.” She sobbed so deeply she 
had to be escorted from the room. 

He was buried in front of her house. 
Before the casket was lowered, she put her 
head on it and sobbed, “Oh, my darling, 
misunderstood son.” 

Twenty years and two months the body 
was in the front yard. She used to sit in a 
rocking-chair on the porch and look at the 
grave and say, “My poor boy! They never 
understood him.” 

Once, when I was in the yard, she 
looked at me with her fading eyes and 
said, “I can see you are young. I hope you 
are as fine a boy as mine were.” 

She grew moré and more feeble. Mean- 
time, Frank bought a farm near Fletcher, 
Okla. The old lady went down to see him 
and stayed a week. 


One Last Request 


Time came for her to leave. She was put 
on a sleeper and started home. In the 
middle of the night, she called the porter. 
“There’s something wrong,” she said. 

She died on the train in February, 
1911. She was 87. When the train crew 
found out who she was, they were aston- 
ished. 

Her request was that she was to be bur- 
ied beside Jesse in Mount Olivet Cemetery, 
at Kearney, Mo. “I want to lie down beside 
him,” she said. She left the words she 
wanted cut into his tombstone. The date 
of Jesse’s birth and death are set down, 
then this: 

In Loving Remembrance of My Beloved 

Son, Jesse James 
Murdered by a Traitor and Coward 
Whose Name is Not Worthy to Appear 
Here. 

And there that tombstone stands today, 
chipped down a lot by tourists so that only 
the pedestal is left. And that is the story 
of the “tobacco bride” who loved her way- 
ward sons so devotedly. e
